SOMES 
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()ZE now come to the first step in the manufacture of collapsible tubes 
~ where the pure tin is taken to the foundry to be poured into water- 
cooled moulds which cast the tin into bars. These bars are then 
rolled between steel rollers until a sheet of thin tin is formed. 





Extreme care and accuracy is necessary here since the sheet of tin which 
this rolling produces must be so uniform in thickness or depth of the sheet 
throughout its surface that careful testing with calipers will not detect a 
variation of a minute fraction of an inch. 


From this sheet will be cut the blanks or slugs from which tubes are made. 
Their thickness (that of the sheet of tin) determines the length of the col- 
lapsible tube which will later be extruded. 


The careful rolling and gauging of the sheet of tin is an essential step in the 
Sheffield process. It is the earliest determining factor in the uniformity of 
the finished collapsible tube. That is why our two factories long ago began 
making tubes with this basic operation rather than at a later stage. 


Another important result of rolling tin is that by spreading the molecules 
in this way the metal is considerably toughened, just as any metal is strength- 
ened under continued hammering. 


Next month we show you the making of the metal blank, from which the complete 
tube is driven in a silver flash of metal. Watch for the next instalment.

sellers among the multitude of denti- 
frices manufactured are Listerine and 
Colgate’s. Which of the two leads the 
field is not important except to the in- 
dividual manufacturers of the two. The 
most important facts from the point of 
view of others seller of tooth pastes, 
and equally important from the point 
of view of manufacturers of all types 
of drug products, are that these two 
dentifrices are priced at twenty-five cents, 
and that Colgate strictly enforces price 

maintenance while Listerine does not. 
TO consumer acceptance of these

A two products there is no doubt in 
the mind of the general public as to 
the integrity of either manufacturer. 
One has a straight cleansing appeal, 
while the other has an antiseptic appeal. 
Listerine is very young in years, yet it 
has advanced to a point close to, or be- 
yond one of the oldest dental creams 
on the market. 


r ONE were to investigate the market 


ERHAPS the best example of the ef- 

fect of selling price alone upon the 
capturing of a large share of any mar- 
ket in which many specialties are com- 
peting is exhibited by this situation. 
That two nationally advertised tooth 
pastes selling at twenty-five cents should 
lead the market indicates clearly enough 


that the public buys not only on repu- 
tation and advertising claims, but to the 
largest extent upon price. That a den- 
tifrice not subject to price maintenance 
should make such rapid strides to the 
top of a highly competitive market and 
reach or pass a price maintained product 
of many years’ standing must be due 
in the largest part to the single fact that 
it Is not price maintained. 


uT in this one market consider the 

position of other manufacturers who 
list their retail selling prices at fifty and 
sixty cents. Most of these products 
move to consumers at prices that scale 
from the list down to thirty-one cents 
and sometimes lower. Very little of the 
majority of them move at the list prices. 
And yet with all their years of expert- 
ence, with all their reputations for in- 
tegrity of product, manufacturers of these 
products are competing among them- 
selves for the places further down the 
scale. 


if rHESE Other manufacturers cannot 
reach the top of the market with a 
cut price, how less able would they be 
to come even within striking distance 
of the top with a maintained price. How 
many buyers of these other tooth pastes 
at close to thirty-one cents would pay 
the list of fifty cents when at that price 
they could buy two tubes of a twenty- 
five cent product ? 
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A Duty on Cod Liver Oil? 


Among the many and varied requests for 
additional rates of duty made at the recent 
tariff hearings in W ashington was one that 
must come as quite a surprise to the drug 
industry. That is the request of a represen- 
tative of the United States Fisheries Asso- 
ciation to have cod liver oil removed from the 
Free List and made subject to a tariff. 

Nothing more ridiculous could be suggested 
in a country where the tariff is based upon 
the theory of pesiectran. While it is true 
that in this country we have a cod liver oil 
industry, the size of the industry is such that 
we are forced to go to Norway and Newfound- 
land for the very great bulk of our supplies. 
A glance at the import figures for the past 
number of years will immediately reveal 
the true situation. 

Several of our drug manufacturers who are 
large sellers of cod liver oil own the com- 
panies that produce their cod liver oil both 
in Norway and Newfoundland. It is certain 
that if it were possible to produce oil in this 
country, these manufacturers would _hesi- 
tate a long while before investing money in 
foreign countries to accomplish the same 
thing. 

The fact that industry cannot be extended 
with a tariff and is not now retarded by the 
absence of one is proof enough that no tariff 
is necessary or desired by the bulk of cod liver 
oil consumers. It must not be forgotten that 
manufacturers of all kinds in this country 
are sold on the theory of a protective tariff 
and if drug manufacturers thought that a 
sufficient industry could be developed here to 
supply their cod liver oil needs, they would 
gladly support any such movement since 
they realize that it would mean an increased 
economic gain which would resolve itself 
into increased consumption of their own prod- 
ucts as well as of all others. 


Stamping out Counterfecting 


Conviction of a man caught counterfeit- 
ing such important products as Hoffman-La- 
Roche’s Allonal and Winthrop’s Luminal 
during the past month marks real progress 
in the attempt of manufacturers to stamp 
out this wicked practice. The fact that in 
New York State this crime is punishable 
only as a misdemeanor which permits of a 
maximum sentence of only one year in ai 
is something to which manufacturers should 
turn their attention. Also the fact that the 
rascals who commit these crimes are wise 
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enough to confine their efforts within the 
borders of one state and thus prevent the 
Federal agents from taking action makes 
it imperative that the State laws be changed. 

In the case of Luminal alone the danger 
to public health and public safety resulting 
from such a crime is at once apparent. Here 
a product that is used to prevent epileptic 
fits is counterfeited with a useless product. 
The man depending upon these tablets may 
lose his position by a recurrence of attacks 
when not expected, or worse still he may en- 
danger the lives of a great many people by 
having an attack when operating a machine. 

In the recent case in New York the Depart- 
ment of Health of the City of New York 
finally lent their assistance to the manufac- 
turers after the manufacturers had stressed 
this important phase of public health and 
public safety, but thus far no assistance has 
been offered in these cases by the State 
Board of Health. 

With practice of this sort rampant, it 1s 
obvious that most stringent measures are 
needed to eliminate it. The burden of de- 
tection and proof should not be entirely thrust 
on the manufacturers. Aid should most cer- 
tainly come from those branches of the vari- 
ous Governments which are regulating the 
drug manufacturers. 


The Drug Trade United 


The drug trade has become cemented on 
the question of multiple seizures. At its 
recent annual meeting the Drug Trade Con- 
ference went on record as opposed to the prac- 
tice with the declaration that this method 
of enforcement is contrary to the principles 
of the food and drug act. Thus a conference 
of representatives of all the manufacturing 
groups, all the wholesaling groups, and all 
the national retailing groups of the drug 
trade condemned this practice. 

And already we hear that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is willing to effect a com- 
promise. Department officials do not want 
legislation passed compelling them to cease 
this un-American procedure. They know 
that the effect of any legislation restricting 
their activities in any way would set a bad 
precedent. They are willing to meet the 
reasonable demands of the drug trade when 
they realize that the drug is united and means 
business. 

More concerted action of this sort by the 

various groups of the drug trade is just what 
is needed to secure results. In matters where 
rights are absolutely disregarded, and bureau- 
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cracy is employed to the limit it behooves 
those groups in the trade who are affected 
only slightly or indirectly to come to the aid 
of those more severely affected so that at- 
tempts at this sort of procedure will never 
be conceived. 

No legitimate manufacturer belittles the 
value of the Food, Drug and Insecticide 
Administration to the drug industry itself. 
The elimination of competition steeped in 
practices that constitute a danger rather 
than an aid to the public health 1s steadily 
moving the drug industry ahead. 

But there should be less hesitancy among 
manufacturers and other branches of the 
drug trade in demanding of the Adminis- 
tration what is right. There is no reason 
why individual concerns or individual asso- 
ciations within the trade should have to fear 
an unfavorable reaction from the Adminis- 
tration because of their criticism. The 
way to eliminate the cause for the fear of 
an unfavorable reaction and thus let the 
trade speak its mind is for the trade im- 
mediately to unite in just the same manner 
as it has on multiple seizures. 





Dictated Formulas ? 


The investigation of malaria remedies to 
determine whether or not they contain suffi- 
cient quinine or other cinchona alkaloids 
to constitute competent treatment for malaria 
being conducted by the Food, Drug and In- 
secticide Administration of the Department 
of Agriculture marks a very real, and here- 
tofore undreamed of, extension of powers 
by this branch of the Government. 

Due to the fact that quinine is a specific 
for malaria, the department probably feels 
that it is treading upon safe ground. But 
since there are only about four specifics 
known to medical science, the activities of 
the departments in work upon which this 
assumption of power is based cannot be 
very extensive unless the department in- 
tends to set itself up as a medical authority 
and dictate to manufacturers just what 1s 
right and what is wrong in the formula of 
every medicine sold. 

In the first place this procedure marks a 
dangerous precedent from the point of view 
of proprietary manufacturers since in order 
to determine the merit of any product the 
department must know the formula. Since 
these formulas are the property of the manu- 
facturers and the manufacturers cannot be 
forced to reveal them under existing condi- 
tions, an attempt on the department to force 
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revelation with the old weapon of multiple 
seizures on display does not present a very 
pleasing picture. 

While the confidence of drug manufac- 
turers in the personnel of the department is 
well placed at the present time, and while 
the department is actively co-operating with 
the industry in an increasing number of ways 
such as the Contact Committee and a com- 
promise on multiple seizures, the probability 
of what may happen under other admin- 
istrations raises the question of just how far 
the drug manufacturing industry should go 
in allowing the department to extend its 
powers without protest on the part of the 
industry. 


Price Discrimination Goes 


The decision handed down by the United 
States Supreme Court ruling that Section 2 of 
the Clayton Act means that price discrimina- 
tion is unlawful when it tends to create a 
monopoly in the industry or trade which the 
seller is supplying, will be far-reaching in its 
effect. Heretofore, the understanding was 
that price discrimination was unlawful only 
when it tended to create a monopoly in the 
industry in which the seller is engaged and 
not in the industry which he supplies. 

This decision which was rendered in the 
case of George Van Camp & Sons Company 
versus American Can Company and the Van 
Camp Packing Company, clarifies the mean- 
ing of the Clayton Act in a matter that hereto- 
fore has been avoided. The famous Mennen 
case in which Mennen’s action in refusing to 
sell co-operative wholesalers whom they classed 
as retailers was declared legal, would, in the 
present light of things, probably have been 
decided differently if it came before the 
present court. 

However, the new decision was quite to be 
expected. It will be remembered that the 
price discrimination of the Dutch quinine 
monopoly was settled on exactly the same 
basis. Prices are to be differentiated only upon 
differences in grades, differences in quantities, 
differences in carrying charges, or ditferences 
in competitive conditions in a_ particular 
territory. There is nothing in the ruling of the 
Supreme Court in this case that did not appear 
in the quinine monopoly settlement. 

The decision will be hailed with favor by all 
those who have been fair in their transactions, 
and it will probably be hailed with favor also 
by those who have wished to correct certain 
conditions of long standing that they have not 
been able to correct before. Here is an oppor- 
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tunity for them to notify these accounts that 
they can no longer sell them at price conces- 
sions as it is unlawful. The decision will make 
for healthier conditions in the drug industry 
since it definitely removes one of those forms 
of competition that thwart intelligent effort, 
and aid in keeping in a high place those who 
do not deserve it. 





No Mineral Oil in Extracts 


The ruling of the Food, Drug and Insec- 
ticide Administration prohibiting the use of 
mineral oil as a solvent in flavoring extracts 
seems to be another example of this Depart- 
ment straining a point in its decisions. In 
fact those who are not directly concerned 
in the manufacture of flavoring extracts with 
the use of mineral oil state that the decision 
would be humorous if it did not force out of 
business small concerns that are not able to 
or do not want to go to the trouble of secur- 
ing and protecting alcohol permits under the 
present conditions of prohibition enforce- 
ment. 

The ruling is based upon the fact that 
mineral oil is not a food and therefore should 
not find its way into any product that is 
used in foods. So a flavoring extract of which 
about one-tenth of one per cent. is incor- 
porated in food products must be free of this 
perfectly harmless vehicle. Products that 
are taken into the human system must be 
foods to the last degree. 

We do not wish to intimate that the Ad- 
ministration wants eventually to regulate 
the diet of the American people, nor that 
it hasany other motive for this ruling than to do 
the utmost to protect the public in buying 
only foods that are wholesome. But it does 
seem that there should be some discretion 
used by the Administration in its rulings. 
A series of limits would not be a bad thing 
to inaugurate especially when a decision of 
this kind brings unwarranted hardships on 
the concerns which are practically forced 
out of existence. 


The Surface Sint Tooth Paste 


Whatever might be said of tooth paste 
advertising, it must be admitted that origi- 
nality and vivid portrayal of some single 
claim for oral hygiene has been part of nearly 
every tooth paste advertising campaign. We 
have only to recall how many people daily 
seek to “‘remove that acid condition”; “‘re- 
move the film’; “protect the danger line’; 
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“be that one out of five”; etc., to apprecjate 
at least the vividness of the various appeals. 

A while ago a prominent advertising agency 
executive remarked that if only he could 
get an original idea which would create a 
definite personality through advertising for 
a tooth paste, an account was waiting for him. 

To him and to others we commend the 
article by Dr. Horace E. Jones (quoted in 
this issue) appearing in the January number 
of “Clinical Medicine and Surgery”, and in 
particular this paragraph: 

“The bacteria chiefly responsible (for py- 
orrhea) . it was found that this group of 
bacteria was particularly sensitive to the 
depression of the surface tension of the media 
in which they lived”. 

Surface Tension providing a sound foun- 
dation, are we to see the public floating 
needles on water, blowing bubbles in the air 
in newly discovered appreciation of a scien- 
tific fact that they can understand ? 

Dr. Jones suggests sodium ricinoleate as 
an efficient surface tension depresent. We 
suggest surface tension (providing the bactert- 
ological findings are sound) as a candidate 
for a newer and still more vi?id tooth 
paste advertising campaign.

The color of the label and 
the printing is identical with the original packages. 
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the American Pharma- 
ceutical Company bears 
the name ‘‘amidopyrine” 
in the same style type 
that the trade mark 
‘‘Pyramidon” appears 
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on the original package. Following this are the words, 
“The Chemical Sold under the Trade Name Pyra- 
midon”. The labels and printing are identical in 
color. The original product is packed in an aluminum 
bottle, while the other is packed in glass. Both 
packages contain 10 tablets of five grains each. 

A similar case is illustrated by the package of 
*“Veronal”. Here the trade-mark “Veronal’’, the 
property of the H. A. Metz Laboratories, is prominent- 
ly displayed, while the generic term, Barbital, is 
shown beneath the trade mark in much smaller type. 
Here again the package is colored and shaped so as 
to resemble the original Metz package. 





Genuine Tolysin is shown at the left, and the spurious 
product at the right. As can be seen the spurious tablets 
are darker and more crumbly than the original. 


Imitations of these packages that even more closely 
resembled the originals than the products of the 
American Pharmaceutical Company have been mar- 
keted for about three years by Morgenstern & Com- 
pany, New York. Action has been taken against 
Morgenstern by the H. A. Metz Laboratories and 
the case is understood to be in the course of settle- 
ment out of court. It is to be assumed that if Mor- 
genstern & Company concedes the validity of the 
Metz trade-marks similar action will be taken against 
the American Pharmaceutical Company. 

A far more pernicious practice, and one that may 
go for a considerable length of time without detec- 
tion is that of counterfeiting. This has recently 
occurred on Hoffman-LaRoche Chemical Works 
“Allonal’; Winthrop Chemical Company's “Lumi- 
nal’; Schering & Glatzs “‘Atophan”; and Calco 
Chemical Company's ““Tolysin”. 

The discovery of the counterfeiting of “Luminal”’ 
by the Winthrop Company makes an_ interesting 
story. A man subject to epileptic fits came into the 
Winthrop office and said that he had taken one bottle 
of the tablets under the doctor's direction with ex- 
cellent results. He purchased a second bottle but 
the attacks occurred more frequently than before 
he had taken any tablets. He was given a bottle 
from the company's stock in exchange for the bottle 
in his possession. 

The bottle he brought to the Company looked 
genuine on a rather close inspection. In fact the 
labels were identical, the bottles were the same de- 
sign, the caps bore the same markings, and the tab- 
lets were the same shape. 
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The tablets were sent to the Company's labora- 
tory and were found to consist of other drugs than 
those contained in “Luminal”. Upon closer inspec- 
tion the bottle was proved to be a counterfeit since 
the original bottle made by the Owens Bottle Com- 
pany bore the O in a square, and the counterfeit 
bottle bore a C in a square. Other differences were 
found that could not be detected readily by anyone 
outside the Company. 

The counterfeiting of Allonal was discovered when 
a druggist discovered that the tablets in a package 
looked different from those he was accustomed to 
dispensing. He called the Hoffman-LaRoche Chemi- 
cal Works and was told to send them along. Upon 
inspection it was immediately seen that the tablets 
were not the same and upon analysis they were found 
to contain only a small amount of the drug used in 
“Allonal”’. 

The name of the druggist dispensing the spurious 
Luminal had been given by the man who had been 
deceived. With this in its possession the Company 
Started to protect its property. Other lots of the 
spurious products were picked up in other stores. 
At the same time that Winthrop was working, Hoff- 
man-LaRoche was following up counterfeit *Allonal’’. 
The trails crossed. Finally it was found that both 
the products were bought from one source. When 
the source was found the man claimed that another 
had sold them to him. The other seller could not 
be found and it is thought that he never existed. 
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Genuine Allonal is shown at the left, and the spurious 
goods at the right. The difference in the labels with the 
name of The Hoffman-LaRoche Chemical Works appearing 
on the counterfeit and not on the genuine is due to the 
fact that a new label was adopted about the time the 
counterfeit appeared. The back labels are identical. 


Finally a plant for the production of these prod- 
ucts was uncovered. 
In following up these cases the companies involved 
could not bring to their aid the resources of the Food,

industry. These 
changes have come very rapidly during the last half 
century. 

The old-time pharmacist was a remarkable man. 
A great responsibility was upon him. Not only was he 
trained and experienced in his art, but he was ed- 
ucated in the science of his profession. Nevertheless, 
the same inexorable tide of progress overwhelmed 
him that engulfed his contemporary artisans 
and changed through the years his functions, respon- 
sibilities, and whole system of endeavor. 

Economics played a tremondous part in this change. 
To a very large extent we no longer look to the local 
druggist to manufacture our medicines because our 
demands for excellence, exactness and precision have 
progressed to the point where it is no longer either 
economical or physically possible for one man or a 
small group of men, regardless of their individual 
skill, education and experience, to perform all of the 
steps necessary to fulfill these requirements. 

In the art of medicine making the purchaser or user 
cannot be guided easily by the quality of the article. 
Moreover, the question of its quality is often fraught 
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that just as high a de- 
gree of moral and ethical responsibility was assumed 
by the large organization as was accepted by the high- 
type apothecary of old when he practiced his art and 
his profession with his own hands. In a large manu- 
facturing plant, the immediate personal supervision 
by any one responsible pharmacist or pharmaceutical 
chemist is obviously impossible. The various steps 
in the manufacture of pills or tablets or an elixir 
will be performed in different departments by dif- 
ferent groups of men and women, working under 
different supervisors. Hence there must be created 
and maintained a highly efficient and all-powerful 
Control Department whose function is to assume 
responsibility for the identity, purity and strength 
of all crude products used in the manufacture of the 
medicinal products of the plant and to exercise 
such a watchfulness over all outgoing products 
as to be able to guarantee their purity, strength and 
trueness to label. 
Every ethical manufacturing plant must have such 
a department, the workers in which constitute the 
Scientific Staff; that there must be found in this 
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Staff experts in botany, pharmacognosy, bacteri- 
ology, pharmacodynamics, manufacturing pharmacy, 
manufacturing chemistry, analytical chemistry, chem- 
ical engineering, medicine and veterinary medicine 
that they must be organized through sympathetic 
administrative officers into a harmoniously co-op- 
erative unit; and that permeating the whole atmos- 
phere of the organization must be the spirit of re- 
search. Just to the extent that the managements 
of pharmaceutical manufacturing establishments place 
themselves in the hands of such ideally organized 
Control Departments will their products be found 
to be of that high degree of excellence, uniformity, 
and absolute trueness to label that is expected of 
them by the medical profession today. 

But my purpose is not to extoll the efforts, splen- 
did though they may have been, of any individual 
pharmacist of the old school, or of any individual 
manufacturing establishment of modern times. It 
is rather to show how, by taking the next step, in- 
dividual pharmacists advanced their profession by 
association with other pharmacists; how manufac- 
turing establishments have still further advanced 
the science and art of pharmacy by associating 
themselves into groups; and finally how these groups 
by still further combining their efforts, together 
with governmental assistance, have brought about 
a condition that is unique in the history of any in- 
dustry. 


True Scientist Unselfish 


True scientists of all times have always been 
characterized by a high degree of unselfishness and 
frankness. They have always taken a keen delight 
in sharing their knowledge, their discoveries, their 
theories, with other scientists, and to facilitate their 
mutual desire to be of service have always tended to 
associate themselves into groups or organizations 
for the exchange of knowledge and ideas. Thus in 
the early days of American Pharmacy, in 1852, to 
be exact, leading pharmacists organized the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. These fathers of Amer- 
ican Pharmacy were broad-minded—they welcomed 
not only the apothecaries of the retail pharmacies, 
but took in the scientists in the colleges, as well as 
those in the then embryonic manufacturing estab- 
lishments which were destined to play so large a 
part in the development of manufacturing pharmacy. 
This wonderful organization with its various sec- 
tions and sub-sections has continued down to the 
present day to exert a most potent and salubrious 
influence on the profession of pharmacy. Always 
broad-minded, its officers and members have ever 
fostered and never hindered the organization of 
special groups whenever their peculiar problems 
warranted such a step—and continued to co-operate 
with them whole-heartedly. The formation of such 
organization as the Conference of Pharmaceutical 
Faculties, the Association of Boards of Pharmacy, 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association and 
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the National Association of Retail Druggist and 
their continued support of the parent organization 
are sufficient evidence of this fact. 

And so with the rapid growth of the manufactur- 
ing establishments throughout the country there 
eventually arose the need for two associations of 
manufacturers to study their own peculiar problems, 
exchange ideas, and bring about a higher degree of 
excellence in their products. In 1912 there was or- 
ganized the Association of Manufacturers of Medi- 
cinal Products, which later simplified its name to 
the American Drug Manufacturers’ Association. 
To the splendid credit of this great organization, 
it took care from the start to protect, preserve and 
foster that spirit of professionalism that ever has 
distinguished drug manufacturing and differentiated 
it from all other lines of endeavor. 


No Restraint of Trade 


Never in the history of this organization has there 
ever been the least hint or suspicion that it was meet- 
ing to plot restraint of trade or to take any unfair 
advantages in pharmaceutical opportunity. From 
the very beginning, sub-sections on biological, phar- 
maceutical and chemical products were organized, 
research encouraged and carried on, and _ helpful 
co-operation extended to all other groups of phar- 
maceutical and medical workers—retail, wholesale, 
the colleges—the revision of the pharmacopoeia, 
etc. This organization now numbers in its member- 
ship 55 firms, and as each firm is usually represented 
at its annual meetings in New York by a large num- 
ber of executives and members of their scientific 
staffs, the attendance runs into several hundred. 
The scientific work of the Association is carried on 
by the following sections and Special Committees: 

Biological Section 

Crude Drug Section 
Medicinal Chemical Section 
Pharmaceutical Section 
Scientific Section 


Pharmaceutical Contact Committee (of 
which more presently) 
The Scientific Section is divided into 13 Sub- 


Sections as follows: 
Alkaloid and Drug Standard 
Analytical Assay Methods 
Chemical Tests and Standards 
Control Assays 
Crude and Milled Drugs 
Digestive Ferments and Glandular Products 
Diluents and Recipients 
Drug Extracts 
Essential Oils 
Pharmacological Assays 
Vitamin A Assay of Cod Liver Oil 
Synthetic Organic Chemicals 
Surgical Dressings and Plasters 
Fifty-three heads of laboratories and research 
departments are represented directly on those com- 
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mittees, which undertake serious problems for so- 
lution and carry on their constructive work from 
year to year, reporting progress at the annual meet- 
ings. 

And now I come to the organization of another 
powerful manufacturing group, the group in which 
I am personally now most active—the American 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Association. The 
habits and practices of our Medical Friends were 
really the cause for the organization of this group, 
and is quite interesting. Physicians have always 
held, and properly so, that their responsibility to 
their patients’ necessitates their effective control over 
the medicines which they wish to have administered, 
and in their exercise of this control they have divided 
fairly evenly into two groups—those who prescribe, 
i. e., write prescriptions to be filled by pharmacists, 
and those who dispense, i. e., themselves distribute 
the medicines which they wish their patients to have. 
Far be it from me to enter into any discussion what- 
ever as to the merits and demerits of either system. 
There are many good reasons for both systems, 
but I am sure we are all broad-minded enough to 
agree that physicians should and must be permitted 
to have the widest choice in this matter. An an in- 
evitable result of this divergence in the practice of 
physicians, however, manufacturing pharmacists be- 
came rather sharply divided into two groups—those 
who manufacture products sold through the drug 
trade and used in the filling of prescriptions or sold 
direct to the public, and those who manufacture the 
products sold to the physicians themselves who in 
turn dispense them to their patients. 


Distinction Between A. D. M. A. and A. P. M. A. 


Eventually this line of demarcation became so 
pronounced as to create for those manufacturers 
who sold direct to the dispensing physician peculiar 
problems, particularly of distribution, which led 
in 1910 to the organization of the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers’ Club, which name was later changed 
to the American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ 
Association. All that I have said in praise of the 
altruistic stand taken by the A. D. M. A., I can say 
with equal force for the A. P. H. A. This organiza- 
tion now has 49 active member firms (of whom 15 
are also members of the A. D. M. A.) and also main- 
tains an associate membership of 29 firms engaged 
in such kindred work as chemical manufacturing, 
glass manufacture, crude drug gathering and im- 
porting, etc. This Association holds two general 
meetings each year and is organized for service along 
lines similar to those of the A. D. M. A. Outstand- 
ing in its scientific endeavors is the work of its Phar- 
maceutical Contact Committee. 

And now, just before I come to the next great step 
to which I am leading as the real purpose of my ad- 
dress, I must trace very briefly another great factor 
in this co-operation, viz., the development of legal 
control and standards for medicines. 
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In 1820, after a number of preliminary sectional 
meetings, was born the United States Pharma- 
copoeia which has been revised each decade since 
that time, the present edition being that of 1920 and 
known as the Tenth Deciminal Revision. But until 
1907, this most valuable contribution to serious 
effort to render uniform, pure, potent and standard 
the basic substances used in medicine carried with 
it no legal authority—no compelling adherence to 
its dictum. True, by this time, most States had 
enacted Pharmacy Laws requiring registration based 
upon examination to permit the filling of prescrip- 
tions, but still no law compelled adherence to the 
U. S. P. standards, even by those so licensed to 
practice. And, by this time, a very large percentage 
of those so licensed were men who had attended 
courses in Colleges of Pharmacy where the precepts 
and standards of the pharmacopoeia were thoroughly 
inculcated and which were undoubtedly largely 
followed. But it remained for the masterful leader- 
ship of a man who will go down in history as one of 
the many great men the Hoosier State has produced, 
to bring Congress to the point of passing a law which 
has been very beneficial to the cause of Pharmacy 
and Medicine, as well as to the Food Industry. I 
refer to a native Hoosier whom the East claims as 
a noted graduate of Harvard, but who returned to 
Indiana and became the first Professor of Chemistry 
in Purdue University—Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. 


Passage of Food and Drug Act 


For many years prior to 1906, Dr. Wiley had 
been Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. He had always been par- 
ticularly interested in agricultural and food chem- 
istry and realized perhaps more than any other man 
of this time the abuses that had crept into the food 
industry, both as to the quality of the goods them- 
selves and to the misrepresentations under which 
they were sold. In a similar way, he recognized the 
abuses to which the public was exposed in the sale 
of so-called patent medicines. Collaborating with 
members of Congress, he finally succeeded in having 
passed the Food and Drug Act of June 30, 1906, 
effective on January 1 of the following year. Broad 
in its scope, it did three things of momentous im- 
portance to the Drug industry: 

First, it effected the official and legal recognition 
of the U. S. Pharmacopceia and the National Formu- 
lary and compelled adherence to their standards, 
in interstate commerce. 

Second, it provided for the further standardiza- 
tion of all drugs used in medicine—human and veteri- 
nary—whether listed in the U. S. P. of N. F. or not, 
such standards being the declared strength claimed 
on the label. 

Third, it rendered illegal all untrue, misleading 
or exaggerated statements concerning either the 
physical or the therapeutical properties of drugs 
and medicines. 
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Within a few years, nearly all of the States of the 
Union enacted similar Foods and Drugs Acts to 
take care of intra-state violations, and eventually 
a tremendous amount of good was accomplished 
in correcting misrepresentations in the sale of foods 
and “patent” or proprietary medicines. The mem- 
bers of the two great associations to which | am par- 
ticularly calling attention welcomed this beneficent 
law whole-heartedly and took every means to co- 
operate in its enforcement. Our concern was not 
so much how to correct labels to make them truthful 
or to eliminate exaggeration from their claims—our 
problem was to see how nearly 100% perfect these 
legitimate remedies, the armament of the medical 
profession, could be produced and maintained. 


How Nearly 100% 


Right there I have stated the biggest problem 
which has confronted our associations and the gov- 
ernment in the control of the drug industry—''How 
nearly 100% perfect’ ! Let us consider for a moment, 
therefore, the nature of this desired perfection. If 
the Pharmacopoeia states for example that Tincture 
of Opium shall contain 1.00 grams of anhydrous 
morphine in 100cc., no provision is made for any 
deviation from that standard. Obviously such a 
standard cannot be maintained. No amount of 
skill in manufacturing can maintain an accuracy 
balanced on a knife-edge sharp to the point of one 
part per million. And even if such a degree of ac- 
curacy should occasionally happen to be attained, 
to prove it would require a degree of analytical effi- 
ciency way beyond the possibilities of present prac- 
tice. When the Food and Drug Act was passed in 
1906, the U. S. P. 8th edition then in force expressed 
its standards in just such terms. And the Food 
and Drug Act itself did not specifically permit any 
deviations. A problem of great responsibility was 
thus at once thrust upon the Bureau of Chemistry 
who were made the enforcement officials under the 
Act. How much leaway or tolerance should be per- 
mitted, and should this tolerance, obviously neces- 
sary, be fixed at a certain percentage for all products, 
or should it be fitted to each product according to 
the need for accuracy—the difficulties of manufac- 
ture—and the accuracy possible to attain in the an- 
alysis ? During the first few years of enforcement, 
the Bureau was kept pretty busy with foods and 
“patent-medicine’ cases, and in the meantime, the 
pharmacopoeia of 1910 solved the problem of tol- 
erances so far as official substances are concerned, 
by adopting instead of a single ideal standard to 
be attained, a minimum and a maximum strength, 
at any point between which the product must be 
considered essentially perfect. Thus the standard 
for Tincture of Opium became “not less than 0.95 
nor more than 1.00 grams of anhydrous morphine 
in 100cc.”’ or five per cent. either above or below the 
theoretical strength. This example represents the 
highest degree of accuracy specified by the U. S. P. 
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for any product—other examples being a ten per 
cent. tolerance for Tablets of Mercuric Chloride— 
a 7.14% tolerance for Tincture of Iodine—a 15.38% 
tolerance for Tincture of Hyoscyemus, etc. 

This, however, aside from setting a valuable 
precedent, had little bearing on the difficulty still 
remaining of setting standards for hundreds of prod- 
ucts used every day in prescriptions and in dispensing, 
which are not described in the U. S. P. or N. F. 
These books of standards cover a large proportion 
of the basic substances which enter into the manu- 
facture of these remedies, but do not necessarily 
cover the finished product itself. For, example, 
the average catalog of the members of our associa- 
tions will list about 500 tablet formulas, of which 
only one, Tablets of Mercuric Chloride, is men- 
tioned in the U. S. P. and only seven in the N. F. 
With a full knowledge and appreciation of this 
anomalous situation which had come down to us, 
our two associations inaugurated a line of co-opera- 
tive work a little more than four years ago which 
already has gone a long way toward correcting a 
condition of great uncertainty as to the standards 
which should be maintained, and has resulted incidently 
in bringing about a degree of accuracy in drug 
manufacture far beyond the dreams of the most 
exacting official of olden times. 


Progress of Bureau of Chemistry 


In the Bureau of Chemistry, in the meantime 
much progress had also been made. The scope of 
its work had been broadened, new divisions created, 
and much constructive co-operative work under- 
taken. Dr. Wiley had long since retired to the field 
of journalism in which today, hale and hearty at 
84, he is still yielding a power of influence for 
foods. In charge of Drug Control, a division of the 
Bureau, there had been for several years prior to 
1924, Dr. George W. Hoover. In 1924, Dr. Hoover 
appeared before each of our associations at its an- 
nual meeting, the A. D. M. A. in New York, and the 
A. P. M. A. at French Lick, and pledged the sup- 
port of the Government, in co-operation with our 
associations, to tolerances and standard 
methods of analysis for unofficial preparations. 
And so was born the Pharmaceutical Contact Com- 
mittees of our two associations, which in co-opera- 
tion with the Bureau of Chemistry at the several 
sessions each year in Washington combined to form 
the Combined Contact Committee, the work and 
accomplishments of which I particularly wish to 
outline this evening. 

The Contact Committees appointed by the Presi- 
dents of the two associations met in Washington 
in July, 1924, effected a working organization, and 
laid out plans for work. Dr. J. P. Snyder of the 
A. D. M. A. and Mr. R. Lincoln McNeil of the 
A. P. M. A. were at first made joint-chairmen, to 
alternate in presiding, and the speaker was made 
secretary, Mr. McNeil, later, on being elected Presi-

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dent of his association, relinquished his joint-chair- 
manship, and the Committee, with but few changes 
in personnel have gone on year after year in pushing 
forward this important work; meeting in Washing- 
ton two or three times a year, and carrying on their 
work by correspondence and by bulletins during 
the intervals between meetings. At the present 
time, the personnel of the joint-committee is as 
follows:

And now for a closer inspection of the problems 
and the nature of the work itself. This perhaps I 
can best show by taking up a specific example and 
following through the steps taken by the Committee 
to establish a standard tolerance and method of 
analysis. Let us consider a bottle labelled “‘Hypo- 
dermic Tablets of Morphine Sulfate, %4Grain”. 
How nearly exactly should each tablet in that bottle 
contain 0.25 grains of morphine sulfate, and how 
nearly exactly is it physically possible to make them 
conform to that standard ? 

Let us consider the elements which enter into that 


of the tablets. Fortunately, the U. S. Pharmacopoeia 
has already established the degree of purity required 
for morphine sulfate, U. S. P., as well as for most of 
the other basic substances or active principles to be 
studied in hypodermic tablet form. But in no case 
does the U. S. P. require 100% purity. Consequently 
the label, “Tablets of Morphine Sulfate, Grain” 
does not mean that each tablet must contain 0.25 
grain of absolute crystallized morphine sulfate—it 
means that each tablet contains 0.25 grains of mor- 
phine sulphate of U. S. P. purity. The Food and 
Drug Act itself fundamentally settles that point. 
But unfortunately, the U. S. Pharmacopoeia does 
not always state in terms of mathematical percentage 
the amount of absolute substance present in an ar- 
ticle. When it does do so, the problem of determin- 
ing a suitable tolerance is much simplified. But when 
for example the degree of purity required is stated 
in terms of a melting point range. No absolute 
translation of the variation permitted into per- 
centage strength can be made. And so for the sale 
of simplicity in stating eur tolerance for Hypodermic 
Tablets of Morphine Sulfate, as well as for all other 
products, we agreed that the label claims should be 
based upon absolute substance found by analysis, 
and that in each case, the tolerance be made wide 
enough to cover any variation in required strength 
permitted by the U. S. P. 


Moisture Varies Widely 


In some cases, this voluntary concession by our 
committees is negligible—as for example in the U. S. P. 
standards for stropine sulfate and strychnine sulfate. 
But in other cases, particularly where the element 
of permitted moisture enters into the problem, the 
concession is a considerable one. For example the 
U. S. P. permits the presence up to five per cent. of 
moisture in any official substance unless specifically 
provided otherwise) if the presence of such an amount 
of moisture leaves the substance perceptably dry. 
In the case of the bromides this situation truly 
obtains—five per cent. of moisture may be present 
without causing appreciable dampness. Consequent- 
ly, a salt consisting of five per cent. moisture, 1% 
per cent. permissible impurities and 93!% per cent. 
Na Br is official sodium bromide, and tablets ac- 
curately made from this article and labelled five- 
grain tablets are strictly legal. But our Committees 
in their broad-minded way established a standard 
for Tablets of Sodium Bromide based upon abso- 
lute Na Br, so that today, the counting out of 1,400- 
five-grain tablets of sodium bromide standardized 
by Contact Committee control methods will more 
than likely give you more nearly exactly one pound 
or 7,000 grains of absolute Na Br than you can get by 
weighing out one pound of Sodium Bromide U. S. P. 
from your chemical stock bottle. 

The next problem which had to be considered in 
establishing a tolerance for Hypodermic Tablets of

In 
the first place the amount of money involved is 
much less than in the case of those manufacturers 
who advertise directly to the consumer. But the 
Abbott Laboratories have proven that even ethical 
advertising can be improved decidedly above any- 
thing that has been done heretofore. 
Taking plenty of color and the modern art, S. 
DeWitt Clough, secretary and advertising manager 
of the company first created quite a stir with the 


catalog of Abbott products recently produced. 
Here was something entirely unique and most im- 
pressive. The use of two colors, smart line illus- 
trations, and modern design and typography made 
the Abbott catalog an interesting thing to open and 
read even though one is not particularly interested 
in the products listed there. 

Throughout all the subsequent mail pieces de- 
veloped, as well as throughout all trade paper adver- 
tising, Abbott carries a typographic identity that 
is unmistakable. One has only to turn a page and 
glance casually and he will immediately recognize 
an Abbott advertisement if it is there even though 
he does not see the name. 

Illustrated here is the interior of a folder that is 
entitled on the cover “For Doctors and Hospitals’. 
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T he interior of a six-page Abbott portfolio entitled ‘‘For Doctors and Hospitals’’.

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This is a six page folder that folds three ways. The 
folder is made of blue deckle edge cover paper printed 
in three colors. The pocket flap shown contains in- 
serts that tell of the products in which doctors and 
hospitals are interested. The cover of the folder 
bears names of ephedrine, butesin picrate ointment, 
calsoma, calcilact, neutral acriflavine, neoarsphena- 
mine neocinchophen, and chlorazene. The inserts 
contained in the pocket tell of these products. The 
interior of the folder contains facts about the prod- 
ucts mentioned as well as about Abbott's develop- 
ment of them. The whole thing, while containing 
much valuable information for the physician, is 
most entertaining and colorful and very well done. 

Other mail pieces in the form of postal cards are 
shown here. There is a group of three advertise- 
ments of products that for the most part move over 
the counter, and of another three that are dispensed 
on prescription. These cards printed in four colors 
and all done in a modernistic manner are particu- 
larly impressive. As can be seen they carry a mes- 
sage concerning each product—a message that is 
extremely brief considering what could be told, but 
a message that is just so much more emphatic be- 
cause of its briefness. 


Readers Are Educated 


Abbott Laboratories have found an advantage 
in appealing to physicians and pharmacists—they 
are educated people. And this advantage has been 
used to a high degree. Therefore, chlorazene, 
which is used to kill infections is illustrated with St. 
George slaying the dragon. Many products, because 
of their uses, do not readily lend themselves to il- 
lustrations indicating their use, as the tube of butesin 
picrate ointment does by the use of flames. 

And right here is a genuine problem. — Drug prod- 
ucts in professional packages look pretty much alike. 
The effort has been to symbolize the use of the prod- 
uct being advertised. What does this thing do? 
How is it used ? What are the results of its use ? 
These questions are asked and where possible are 
translated into as symbolic and dramatic illustra- 
tions as possible. 

But where direct illustrations are not available, 
modernistic designs are employed with telling effects. 
The bottles being generally brown in color and 
labelled in black and white are made to stand out 
on the cards by the use of many bright colors em- 
ployed in these modernistic designs. 

The pieces illustrated are only a very few of the 
pieces employed by Abbott Laboratories within a 
short space of time. Another striking example of 
the work done is a six-page letter folder addressed 
to doctors and printed on ivory toned dull coated 
paper in blue, yellow and black. In picture and text 
this folder attractively describes neoarsphenamine, 
bismuth, metaphen, bismarsen, arsphenamine and 
sulpharsphenamine. The products are shown in 
black halftone against yellow backgrounds. Bodoni 
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type was used for the text with rules and ornaments 
in keeping. 

While the test of this advertising is in the manner 
in which it brings in orders, there is also the intan- 
gible effect that it produces in impressing its readers 
not only with the particular products mentioned 
but rather with character, integrity and progressive 
of the house. And this effect is greatly stimulated 
by the announcement of new products or new com- 
binations of products designed to produce a better 
result than anything thus far produced. If these 
products are produced the doctors, druggists and 
hospitals must immediately be made conscious of 
the fact or else the effect is lost since another house 
will probably produce the same thing within a short 
time if it proves meritorious. The use of striking 
pieces and frequent circulation has been found to 
produce this result. 


Editions Are Large 


The editions of many of these pieces are neces- 
sarily large. When one considers the number of 
physicians, pharmacists, and hospitals throughout 
the country, he gets some idea of the large number 
of these pieces that are distributed. Distribution 
is generally handled by shipping large quantities 
of the pieces to the salesmen for eventual distribu- 
tion to their customers. Also quantity lots are dis- 
tributed to druggists who distribute them to doc- 
tors and others in their locality. 

While one may wonder at the intensive degree 
of Abbott's advertising promotion, it may be well 
to bear in mind a recent statement of Dr. Alfred S. 
Burdick, president of the company, “Advertise.” 
If a product possesses outstanding merit, don’t 
grudge the money necessary to bring it to the at- 
tention of prospective users. 

And again Abbott's adherence to ethical forms 
of advertising is best explained by Dr. Burdick’s 
statement: “Our relations with the trade have been 
most satisfactory. We are anxious to draw even 
closer to the ethical practitioner and pharmacist.

Arsenical Derivatives of Quinolin—Arsenical 
derivatives of quinolin are obtained by the action of 
salts of diazoarsanilic acid on various oxyquinolins. 
These products vary in color from red to brown and 
are slightly soluble in the usual solvents. They can 
be purified by means of their alkali salts from which 
the free acids can be recovered by acidification with 
acetic acid. These compounds have an important 
pharmacological action, the tripanosicidal properties 
of the ayo compounds being most noteworthy. For 
this reason preparation of methylazo-oxyquinolin- 
paraphenylarsinic acid has been proposed. The 
solution of this product in alkalies is colored a deep 
red. Annali di Chim Appli., volume 18, 1928. 

Properties of Veramon—Veramon is a new phar- 
maceutical which has recently been introduced. It is 
prepared by starting from diethylbarhituric acid 
(veronal) and dimethylaminoantipyrene (pyramidon). 
Veramon was first claimed to be a new chemical com- 
pound, but has been found simply to be a mixture of 
the aforementioned constituents in molecular propor- 
tions. Nevertheless, work has proceded along these 
lines and two reactions are cited which tend to prove 
that veramon is a chemical compound. 

Thus, if a drop of the cold aqueous solution of ver- 
amon, one per cent. concentration, is placed on a 
microscopic slide, and a drop of a five per cent. solu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate is added, a white pre- 
cipitate is formed. If this is then covered with a 
cover glass and examined under the microscope, very 
characteristic crystals are detected. Veronal does not 
give this reaction at all, while pyramidon gives entirely 
different crystals. Van der A. Marenw, Pharm. 
Weekblatt, volume 64, number 30. 

Determining Morphine in Aqueous Solu- 
tions—A mixture of one part by volume of chloroform 
and one part by volume of acetone is recommended 
as a good liquid extracting medium. One liter of this 
solvent will dissolve 7.855 morphine at 18°C. Twenty 
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CC. of the solution containing 100 to 200 mgs. of 
morphine are mixed with 5 CC. of 4% solution of 
sodium bicarbonate and then with a volume of the 
extracting medium equal to the total volume. The 
mixture is strongly agitated for one minute and the 
chloroform-acetone layer is removed as soon as the 
liquids separate. The extraction is repeated three 
times under the same conditions. The solutions of 
morphine are filtered, the solvent evaporated, and the 
alkaloid weighed. H. Baggesgaard-Rasmussen and 
S. A. Schou, Dansk. Tidsskr. f. Pharm., 1928, number 
nine. 

Examination of Commercial Cardamons—Seven 
samples of cardamon fruits of varied origin have been 
examined. Determinations have been made on 
powdered samples of the whole fruit, seed, husk, and 
a mixture of equal parts of the whole fruit and husk 
of the total mineral matter, water-soluble and insoluble 
mineral matter, ash insoluble in ten per cent. hydro- 
chloric acid, and of raw fiber. The values for the total 
mineral matter and raw fiber in the husk were more 
than double the corresponding values for the seed, 
and the water-soluble mineral matter was three to 
four times as great. An examination of eight com- 
mercial samples of powdered cardamon showed that 
four were definitely adulterated with powdered husk, 
but, owing to the numerous varieties of cardamon 
available commercially, definite proof of adulteration 
of the remaining four could not be given. In con- 
junction with microscopic examination, however, the 
method allows of the detection of gross adulteration 
with powdered husk. Raw fiber determinations by 
Huggenberg’s method give results one to three per 
cent. higher than those obtained by the Weender 
method. W. Otte and H. Weiss, Pharm. Zentral., 
1928, volume 69, pages 613-616. 

Physical Determination of Iodine Prepara- 
tions—The Tyndall effect, Brownian movement, 
ionization factor, electric charge, and behaviour on 
dialysis and ultrafiltration of the following prepara- 
tions, each containing 0.005 per cent. of iodine were 
examined: iodine in oqueous potassium iodide, a 
mixture of tincture of iodine and water, iodized water 
without potassium iodide, iodized tannin, iodine gum, 
iodine jelly, iodized gelatine, “‘sollumiere,’ and ‘'sol 
gautrelet’’. With the possible exception of iodized 
water and the tincture of iodine and water mixture, 
the iodine was not present in the coloidal state. E. 
Canals and P. Suiffet, Journale Pharm. Chim., volume 
8, pages 308-313, year 1928. 

Bismuth Salts Soluble in Oil—Two new salts 
were examined, i. e. hexahydrobenzoate and cam- 
phocarbonate. To obtain the hexahydrobenzoate, the 
neutral salt is first obtained by making hexahydro- 
benzoic acid with the theoretical quantity of yellow 
oxide of bismuth in the anhydrous state. The mixture 
is then heated on the water bath and the product 
treated with benzine. The solution is filtered and the 
bismuth salt recovered by evaporation of the solvent. 
The salt is soluble in certain organic solvents and also 
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in oils. The camphocarbonate is prepared in similar 
manner. M. Picon, Journal de Pharmacie et Chimie, 
Sept. 1, 1928. 

Therapuetic Applications of Peptone—Pep- 
tones completely soluble in water and possessing a 
pleasant taste, can be used in the manufacture of 
pharmaceutical preparations. A method of prepara- 
tion starts with casein, blood fibroin, etc., and 
allows these raw materials to ferment in the presence 
of pepsin and an acid solution, then in the presence 
of trypsin and an alkaline solution. After the double 
fermentation has been finished, the mass is filtered 
and evaporated under a vacuum. 

When the degree of hydrolysis of proteins prepared 
in this manner is compared with that of proteins 
prepared by the formaldehyde method, uniform 
results are obtained, indicating the very high degree 
of hydrolysis attained in the fermentation process. 
On the other hand the proportion of ash present is at 
times very high and indicates the existence of a large 
proportion of sodium chloride, due to the reaction 
between hydrochloric acid and sodium carbonate 
used in the preparation. Experience has shown that 
the bitter taste of the products and the differences 
observed in the pharmacological properties of the 
peptones are due to the variations in the degree of 
hydrolysis that they undergo in an acid medium.

Pulpitis: Pain due to pulpitis and exposed pulps 

may be allayed almost immediately with Benzo-

Desensitizing Paste: Made with 10% Benzo- 

caine in petrolatum. May be rubbed into the 

area of injection a few minutes before the needle 
is inserted, thus eliminating the pain caused by the 
first prick of the needle. 

Stomatitis Gingivitis: Cases of painful ulcerous, 

catarrhal, syphilitic, tuberculous, or cancerous 

ulcers of the mucosa, will be relieved promptly 
by dusting Benzocaine powder upon the affected 
area—canker sores, burns, lacerated gums, raw 
surfaces, caused by new dentures, are promptly 
relieved by Benzocaine either by dusting on the 
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surface or applying in paste form made with 

lanolin.

The field of application where Benzocaine may be 
used to advantage is broad indeed, and many prod- 
ucts on the market today, as well as the new ones of 
tomorrow will be enhanced in value when Benzo- 
caine is included in their composition.

Drug & Insecticide Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture since the operations of the coun- 
terfeiters were wholly within New York State and 
the Administration only operates with reference to 
interstate commerce. However, the manufacturers 
were able to convince the officials of the New York 
City Board of Health that the circulation of these 
spurious goods was a matter of public health and 
public safety and the co-operation of the Health 
Department was invoked. 

On January third, this year, the seller of Luminal 
and Allonal, one Jacob Beneckson, was tried in Brook- 
lyn on the counterfeiting of Allonal. He was con- 
victed of a misdemeanor and given an intederminate 
sentence. The maximum sentence that he can be 
given is one year, but this is the first time that the 
manufacturers have been able to get even the slight- 
est jail sentence for this crime. In the past drug- 
gists have been fined, but this marks the first time 
that an actual producer has been caught and put in 
jail. 

The Court of Special Sessions in which Beneckson 
was tried consists of three judges without a jury. 
The remarks of Presiding Judge Solomon, presiding, 
are particularly interesting since they prove the im- 
portance that the court attaches to crime of this sort: 
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“The Court has given this case very careful con- 
sideration and has listened very attentively to the 
defendant's plea for mercy at their hands, and 
also listened very carefully to the facts stated 
to the Court by the investigator who knows all 
about the facts. At the outset the Court wants to 
make a statement to the effect that these crimes 
are serious crimes. There is no crime that the Court 
can conceive of that is more dangerous and menac- 
ing than that of a man who will indulge in spurious 
drugs, because it affects the individuals who use the 
drugs as well as those who have spent their monies 
and sources of information in preparing that drug 
for the relief of the community. <A drug like Al- 
lonal, which is an important drug to relieve pain, 
it means, if an individual should purchase the spurious 
article, he would get no relief from his pain. Phy- 
sicians may prescribe it, because they think it will 
have the desired effect, but because the patient 
gets Allonal such as that which is the subject of the 
prosecution here, and it doesn’t have the desired ef- 
fect, the physician is misled, and then the patient 
may receive such harsh treatment as may be detri- 
mental to his health. Commercial crimes are mat- 
ters of great moment, and they must be discouraged. 
The Court is of the opinion that while a hold-up 
man is a dangerous man in the community, at least 
some times there is a fighting chance. ‘There is no 
chance in dealing with a cunning, shrewd individual 
who manufactures articles that go internally into 
individuals and which may mean sometimes death,

Another case involving Beneckson in the counter- 
feiting of both Allonal and Luminal was scheduled 
for January 10th. In view of his previous convic- 
tion, however, this case has been postponed. It 
may be revived at such time as Beneckson is set 
free, or it may be delayed indefinitely if he behaves 
himself. 

Another case involving one Morris Denker is set 
for later in the month. Denker is also thought to 
be guilty of counterfeiting Allonal and is to be tried 
on that count. Denker is also the man that the 
spurious Tolysin was eventua!ly traced to. 

Retail druggists have been loath to lend their 
aid in tracing these products and have not wanted 
publicity given to these activities. But manufac- 
turers feel that the only way to stop this practice 
is to give it the widest possible publicity so as to 
warn druggists, doctors and the public to be on their 
guard against spurious products. The practice must 
be stamped out and manufacturers feel that the 
help of everyone in any way connected with the drug 
trade should be willingly given. By threatening to 
prosecute those druggists in whose goods spurious 
goods are found, manufacturers find the only way 


to secure co-operation from some of these factors.

Farbenindustrie A. 
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Multiple Seizures Practice 
is Really “on the Carpet”

Manufacturers have long complained about this bureaucratic 

practice of Government officials but little headway had been 

made. Now that the Drug Trade Conference has condemned 

the procedure, the Government officials concede that they will 
have to think seriously about defending it. 


ULTIPLE seizures of drug preparations on 
M the ground of alleged misbranding, which 

has been as a thorn in the side of the legiti- 
mate drug trade for many years, seems to be heading 
up this Winter toward a satisfactory adjustment. The 
result, it is believed, may come through greater 
moderation on the part of the Food, Drug & In- 
secticide Administration, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, and greater co-operation between the de- 
partment and the trade. Already, trade represen- 
tatives think they see signs of the former and the 
department openly promises the latter. 

If the situation which has been so objectionable 
in the past does not show marked permanent im- 
provement, no secret is made of the intention of the 
trade to seek legislative relief at the hands of the 
department. In fact, legislation has already been 
drafted to deal with the subject, if necessary, but 
it is not thought likely that it will be pressed at the 
present short session of Congress. 

One of the suggestions for legislation is that a 
seizure should be preceded by a hearing before the 
Department; that the Secretary of Agriculture 
should designate the time within which labels may 
be changed so as to come within the law, and that 
there shall be only one seizure of any one product, 
other lots being withheld by the manufacturer. 

The issue could then be tried out before a court 
which would decide on its merits the question whether 
the drug product complied with the law. There is 
no suggestion of interfering with the criminal fea- 
tures of the food and drug act, but a manufacturer 
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would not be called upon to defend himself in more 
than one place at the same time. 

The above suggestion is preferred by men in the 
trade, who admit that the public should be protected, 
as compared with another proposition to the effect 
that not more than a single case of food, drug, liquor, 
or medicine shall be seized and proceeded against; 
that not more than one such action shall be pending 
at one time involving the same product until after 
the courts have adjudicated it to be misbranded 
or adulterated, and that seized articles shall be re- 
leased without bond. This proposition has been 
coupled in the past with a suggestion that seizure 
shall be preceded by a hearing before a board of 
three experts representing respectively, the Agri- 
cultural, Treasury and Commerce departments. 
It is regarded as going too far. 

There is no objection on the part of trade repre- 
sentatives to wholesale seizures of rotten or poisoned 
food products, nor in cases involving flagrant viola- 
tion of the law governing the labeling of alleged drug 
preparations, designated as “cancer cures’, “tuber- 
culosis cures’, and the like. 

But trade representatives point out that multiple 
seizures are not specifically provided for in the food 
and drug act. Men who were in close touch with 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, former chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry and a pioneer in the movement for pure 
food and drug legislation, assert that multiple seizures 
were not originally contemplated. However, they 
have been sustained by the courts, and there have 


been some admittedly ‘“‘horrible examples”. In 
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some instances, seizures have been made in as many 
as twenty localities, of the product of a single manu- 
facturer. 

Parties concerned protested this policy for some 
time, but in vain until recently. They have been 
helpless in the face of this deadly weapon of the de- 
partment. There was nothing they could do but 
to yield to the demands of the department that 
labels be changed, for fear of multiple seizures. 
Such have been made against old established firms 
of unimpeachable integrity and involving products 
that have been on the market for generations. In 
that connection, it has been said by drug people, 
that department criticism of the wording as to thera- 
peutic claims on labels in some instances has been 
so technical as to be “small” and even ridiculous. 
So much so that one drug man was moved to remark 
that, instead of eminent physicians, chemists and 
bacteriologists, the department should engage 
professors of English to criticize the language used on 
labels. The multiple seizure policy is said to have 
applied to insecticides as well as foods and drugs. 


Storm Broke at N. W. D. A. Meeting 


The trade grew more and more restive until finally 
the storm broke a few months ago at the National 
Wholesale Druggists Association's annual conven- 
tion. The expression “legalized blackmail’ was 
used there. Till that time members of the trade 
had hesitated to express their views on the depart- 
ment s policy of multiple seizure. They feared that 
such expressions would react unfavorably against 
themselves or their products in the treatment they 
would be accorded by the department. Of late, 
however, things have “loosened up” in trade circles, 
just as there has been an easing up in the policy of 
the department. 

The result of the agitation against multiple seizures 
is bound to prove beneficial to the trade, in the opin- 
ion of some of its members, even though there be 
no legislation dealing with the subject. The de- 
partment will think more before ordering multiple 
seizures, it is predicted, than it has sometime in the 
past. 

W. L. Crounse, Washington representative of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, the mem- 
bership of which is also engaged to a considerable 
extent, in manufacturing articles subject to the food 
and drug act, said: 

“It is a matter of great satisfaction to the leaders 
of the drug trade to note the widespread agitation 
concerning the policy of Department of Agriculture 
in bringing about multiple seizures in cases where 
it is alleged that drug products have been adul- 
terated or misbranded. It is high time the interested 
trades take definite action to put a legal curb upon 
the arbitrary acts of enforcement officials. 

“In the last annual report of the committee on 
legislation, of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
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Association, the conditions regarding multiple seiz- 
ures are summarized in the following language: 

‘A condition has arisen in the enforcement of the 
pure food and drug law which unquestionably calls 
for a legislative remedy and which should have the 
careful consideration of this association. For the 
purpose of compelling the prompt abandonment 
of labels alleged by the pure food and drug and in- 
secticide and fungicide officials to be illegal, the 
practice has been resorted to of making simultan- 
eously a large number of seizures of the goods in 
question in widely separated judicial districts. Thus 
a manufacturer who may 
have been selling a certain 
product under the same 
label for a quarter of a 
century may suddenly find 
himself without notice or 
hearing compelled to de- 
fend a score or more of

Government Won't Go to Court 


“In a large percentage of the cases in which the 
government officials have demanded changes in 
labels, formulas, etc., the manufacturer, having a 
large investment in his trade-mark or proprietary 
name, and believing the contentions of the govern- 
ment to be unreasonable, would be willing to spend 
a considerable sum to test the question in the courts 
in a proceeding to be promptly brought in a con- 
venient jurisdiction. It is difficult to see how the 
government or the public can suffer if the questions 
at issue were settled in this manner, but the depart- 
ment declines to accept this view and continues to 
threaten with multiple seizures all producers whose 
labels and formulas are found to be objectionable 
on any score. 

“The most significant development in this matter 
was the action taken more recently at the annual 
meeting of the National Drug Trade Conference, 
an organization which not only covers the drug trade 
most comprehensively, but includes no less than 
nine scientific and trade associations. After an 
animated debate a resolution was unanimously 
adopted condemning multiple seizures as arbitrary 
and unwarranted, and contrary to the spirit of the 
pure food and drug law. 
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“I think it is the general feeling throughout the 
drug trade that if the policy of multiple seizures is 
continued Congress should be asked to amend the 
law to put an end to this abuse.” 
ge W. H. manager of the Washington 
Wholesale Drug Exchange, whose members engage 
in considerable drug manufacturing, says: 

“Multiple seizures of drugs were not contemplated 
originally, in connection 
with the food and drugs 
law. In the case of foods, 
they may be justified, to

prevent the broadcasting 
of rotten fish, for instance, 
or of canned goods infected 
with botulinus poison, in 
interstate commerce. 

“But, in general, I see 
no reason for multiple seiz- 
pro- 
prietary medicines. The 
only excuse, to my mind, 
would be in very flagrant 
cases, for example, if a group of bootleggers were to 
organize a fly-by-night concern and flood the market 
with a product guaranteed to cure cancer, tuber- 
culosis, or syphilis and backed by fake advertising 
couched in language such as was used in claims made 
before Dr. Wiley began the agitation for purity in 
foods and drugs. Or multiple seizures might be 
justified perhaps, when a long-established drug firm 
has been flagrantly violating the law and refuses to 
‘come clean’ at the request of the Department.

“Under the law, the department has the option 
of whether to seize goods or make purchase of samples 
for testing. If the department elects to seize the 
seizure should not be multiple.

The merits of the case 
could then be determined. 


Practice Upheld by Courts 


“The seizure provision of the food and drug act 
was upheld by the courts a number of years ago 
in a test case involving Waterbury Metabolized 
Codliver Oil and the criminal provisions of the law 
were sustained as against Harper's Brainfude or 
Cuforhedak. But multiple seizures in the drug 
trade have been made on technicalities of labeling. 
And in some cases they have been based on trivial 
changes in the language of labeled claims that were 
demanded by the department. Lack of such changes 
would have injured nobody. 

“Criticism of labeled claims now may, perhaps, 
be justified under the Sherley amendment to the 
food and drug act, which claims could not be held 
to be illegal before that amendment was enacted. 
But I do not believe that Congress ever intended that 
there should be multiple seizures of drugs bearing 
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labels containing certain claims, as to some of which 
Department criticism has been so technical as to 
be picayunish or even frivolous. 

“At the same time, I do not favor legislation to 
amend that provision of law under which multiple 
seizures have been made. I feel that the matter 
had better be left to the enlightened discretion of 
the department and the sound judgment of the 
courts.” 

Government Officials Now Disturbed 


Department of Agriculture officials have given 
evidence of being disturbed by the agitation against 
multiple seizure and it was reported at one time that 
instructions were going out to begin propaganda 
in opposition to the tendencies in the drug trade 
towards securing modification of that policy. | More 
recently, however, the official policy is to “sit tight” 
and wait to see what happens. Officials decline to 
be quoted on the subject, but a composite of official 
opinion and expression may be summarized as follows: 

The agitation is causing no blood pressure in the 
department. It will be ignored as far as possible. 
There will be no interviews or statements given out 
at this time. Officials prefer to wait until they see 
the “whites of the eyes” of the advocates of legis- 
lation dealing with multiple seizures. If and when 
legislation is introduced in Congress, then the de- 
partment will have something to say, and plenty of 
it. Ammunition will be conserved until then. Rec- 
ords of alleged bad cases of drugs and medicines, 
adulterated or misbranded, in which multiple seizures 
were made, will be produced, and the department 
will “go to the country’ on the proposition, whether 
or not the health of the people shall be protected. 
The matter will be dealt with otherwise than by 
issuing an “incidental statement”. 


Claim Criticism is Unfair 


Much of the criticism of multiple seizures has been 
unfair, in the eyes of the department, where the 
claim is made that at all times in recent years the 
department has been willing to co-operate with the 
trade. And still more co-operation in new lines is 
promised. The rights of proprietary medicines and 
other drug preparations is recognized in the food and 
drug act, it is declared, and is recognized also in the 
department. But it is insisted that they be properly 
labeled. 

If foods are to be exempted from the proposed 
legislation dealing with multiple seizures and if the 
drug trade admits that multiple seizures are proper 
in flagrant cases involving misbranding of drug prep- 
arations, then the official view is that there is noth- 
ing at issue, but only an academic question under 
discussion. For, it is asserted that multiple seizures 
are made only in flagrant cases. And even if it be 
admitted that there may have been abuses in enforc- 
ing multiple seizures in years gone by (which the 
department does not, of course, admit), such abuses 
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have ceased since the organization of the Food, 
Drug & Insecticide Administration by Walter G. 
Campbell, Chief of Regulatory Work, Department 
of Agriculture. 

That the policy of multiple seizures, where deemed 
necessary, has ceased, is denied, and a recent case 
where ten seizures of one product were authorized, 
is pointed to in refutation of the trade claim that the 
policy has been modified. 

Attention is called to the fact that the department 
vigorously opposed the bill of Senator Williams of 
Missouri, of a few years ago, designed to stop mul- 
tiple seizures and otherwise amend the food and drug 
act. That measure is said to have originated with 
the Monsanto Chemical Works, according to com- 
mon report. Legislation now proposed to put a 
check on multiple seizures will be strongly opposed 
by the department, at the proper time, for officials 
frankly consider the right of multiple seizure—if 
it be a right—one of the strongest weapons in their 
hands for law enforcement. 


Malaria Remedy Check Seen as Fore- 
runner of Standard Formulas. 


ASHINGTON—""The most constructive thing 

that has come out of the Department of Agri- 
culture in twenty years’. Such is the view of drug 
trade representatives of the statement of Dr. J. J. 
Durrett, in charge of drug control work, in the Food, 
Drug and Insecticide Administration Department 
of Agriculture, in DRUG MARKETS, last month, 
setting forth the quinine formula standard for mak- 
ing up and labeling anti-malaria preparations. That 
is the view provided this policy is followed up to 
its logical conclusion. 

What the trade now wants is type formulas to 
govern the labeling of other classes of proprietary 
and other medicinal preparations, with reference to 
therapeutic claims, according to representatives of 
the trade. And they are to get such formulas or 
standards, according to statements of department 
officials. One apparently authoritative report is 
that press releases will be issued from time to time 
setting forth limits within which therapeutic claims 
may be made on labels of various classes of medicinal 
preparations. This is to be done, it appears, with 
the co-operation of the trade. 

It is understood that several years ago Carson P. 
Frailey, secretary American Drug Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, proposed that something be done along this 
line. The first step taken was the organization of 
the contact committees of the A. D. M. A. and the 
American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, which have been working with the Department 
of Agriculture in arriving at tolerances allowed in 
the manufacture and labeling of pharmaceutical 
preparations. 

The next step suggested by Mr. Frailey, it is un- 
derstood, is that the department and the trade co- 
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operate through other committees or otherwise in 
arriving at limits within which therapeutic claims 
might be made for labels on various classes of medi- 
cinal preparations, such as cough syrups, cold reme- 
dies, laxatives, and so on. Such limitations, it is 
clained, would simplify the efforts of manufacturers 
desiring to comply with the law, who would only 
have to compare their therapeutic claims with the 
standard type formulas to see whether they are 
within the limits. 

It appears that the new co-operative policy of the 
department will include some of these features. But 
Walter G. Campbell, chief of the Food, Drug and 
Insecticide Administration, points out that “Rome 
was not built in a day”. 

Officials declare that it will be difficult to work 
out such formulas or limits that will serve as tests 
for labels on certain classes of products. They say 
that the type formula for therapeutic claims on labels 
for anti-malaria preparations involved a simple 
problem. Quinine is a specific for treatment of 
malaria, but there are few specifics for treating other 
diseases. In the case of other diseases medical 
opinion differs as to the best remedies. 

However, there is evidence that the department 
will do the best it can with the problems confront- 
ing it. It is said, for instance, that cough syrups 
should be labeled to indicate that they are for use 
as against “coughs from colds’, recognizing the fact 
that coughs sometimes come from tuberculosis and 
other serious conditions. 

It is understood that so-called flu remedies will 
receive attention of the department in an effort to 
arrive at type formulas for labeled therapeutic claims. 
In this connection, it is said that various drugs are 
favored by various people for use in treatment of 
influenza, but a popular idea is that aspirin and 
whiskey, heat and rest, are about the most effective 
remedies 

While inviting fullest co-operation from the drug 
trade in the matter of arriving at type formulas, 
Mr. Campbell says that the department wants all 
the information it can get from any qualified source 
that will help it in enforceing th law on a just and 
fair basis and for protection of the public. He em- 
phasizes, however, that ‘facts’ are wanted, more 
than “views . 

For this reason, perhaps, standard type formulas 
for labeled therapeutic claims on certain classes of 
medicinal products may be given out without first 
being submitted to the trade. If they were first 
submitted, it is believed, on the side of the trade, 
that the department work would be simplified. How- 
ever, it is agreed that an important step is being 
taken, in any event. 

Establishment of standard type formulas, gen- 
erally, it is predicted, would reduce the number of 
seizures, would save the government money, and 
otherwise smooth the path of law enforcement, while 
engendering a better feeling in the trade.

As might be expected, the gathering processes are 
extremely crude in execution. Both Copaiba and 
Tolu are best gathered by the simple process of bor- 
ing an augur hole in the tree into which a wooden 
spigot is driven. A vent hole is made some distance 
above this, and the oil allowed to run into a collect- 
ing vessel below. The method is practically anala- 
gous to that used in the gathering of maple syrup. 
Some care must be used in the tapping in order to 
get the right flow of oil and still not injure the tree 
below the layer of the inner bark. But the natives 
who do the tapping are experts and seem to have 
some inherited sense as to what is best for each in- 
dividual tree 

Empty five-gallon gasoline and kerosene cans are 
in great demand in the interior as containers for 
shipping the balsam to the coast. The gasoline tin 
is less liable to contain undesirable residues and 
the material shipped in these tins is most often of 
better quality. [he shipments reach the buyers at 
the seaports in comparatively small lots and theoil 
is generally reconditioned and filtered by the ex- 
porting buyer, who does not, however, make any

the separations of lots of Copaiba balsam known 
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the tree cannot be tapped 
as is done in securing Copaiba and Tolu balsam. 
The balsam in this case coagulates and refuses to 
flow. Consequently, the natives slit the tree to a 
certain required depth and then stuff old rags into 
the incision. These rags absorb the balsam, and, 
when they are saturated, the balsam is wrung out 
of them and the process repeated until the flow has 
stopped. In this case, the containers are sixty- 
pound iron drums which are sent into the interior 
by the exporters for the natives’ use. 

Tolu balsam comes to this country in lots of from 
ten to one hundred cases, of about 100 pounds each, 
while Copaiba comes in lots of from one to five tons. 
In both these instances, the packing is in the second- 
hand gasoline or kerosene cans, two to a case. Peru 
balsam comes in lots of from five to twenty-five 
cases, each case containing two sixty-pound _ iron 
drums. All three balsams are gathered only during 
the dry season, for obvious reasons, and sent to the 
seaports. There the shippers and exporters accumu- 
late supplies until they have sufficient amounts to 
make the shipment to this country. The dealers 
here refine the balsams by steaming. Being heavier 
than both the water and impurities, the balsams 
settles and is drawn off from the bottom, leaving 
the water and impurities behind. 

Imports of crude balsams into the United States 
were twenty-five per cent. greater in the first four 
months of this year than in the similar period of 
1927—133,000 pounds, valued at $131,000, as com- 
pared with 92,063 pounds, valued at $68,000. For 
the six-year period, 1922 to 1927, inclusive, Brazil 
has been the source of 40 to 55 per cent. of the United 
States imports of crude balsams, followed by Col- 
ombia with 16 to 25 per cent., and Salvador with 
10 to 20 per cent. That this follows closely the 
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amounts of the various grades imported during that 
same period, is evident when the imports are ex- 
amined with the fact of the countries of origin in 
mind. 

It will be noticed from an examination of these 
figures, that imports of Tolu and Peru balsam have 
been fairly steady in quantity. Reflecting this con- 
dition, the market price on Peru has also been fairly 
steady during that period, varying but seldom from 
about $1.75 pound. Although the same steady 
price condition would naturally be expected to 
prevail in Tolu, such has not been the case. There 
has, apparently, been considerable speculation in 
this market by commission merchants, so that Tolu 
balsam which was once about 25 cents a_ pound, 
has varied during the last few years between 80 cents 
and $1.25 pound. 

There has, on the other hand, been quite some vari- 
ation in the quantity of Copaiba imported from 
year to year. As has been said, the market for Brazil 
nuts has quite an effect because when prices for the 
nuts are high, the natives gather them rather than 
balsam. However, even on years of low production 
and imports, Copaiba balsam has always been in 
good supply and prices have only varied between 
25 cents and 50 cents a pound during the years 
under consideration.

Unusual Dentifrice Made with 
Use of Sodium Ricinoleate 


After attacking use of the main constituents of 
many tooth pastes upon which the manufacturers of 
these products base their appeals to the public, 
Horace E. Jones, D. D. S., Fort Wayne, Ind., pro- 
ceeds to give a formula for a tooth paste that, he says, 
will actually prevent pyorrhea. 

Dr. Jones states in “The Dentifrice Problem” 
(“Clinical Medicine and Surgery”, January, 1929): 

“A most interesting development recently was the 
suggestion of Dr. Thomas B. Hartzell that the 
chemically pure salt, sodium ricinoleate, be sub- 
stituted for the ordinary hard soaps generally incor- 
porated in dentifrices. Dr. Hartzell had long been 
engaged in research as to the cause and amelioration 
of pyorrhea which, he found, was initiated by lesions 
in the gingival tissues at the necks of the teeth, caused 
by bacterial invasion and digestion of these parts 
when the resistance had become lowered. The 
bacteria chiefly responsible were those of the strep- 
tococcus-pneumococcus group and it was found that 
this group was extremely sensitive to depression of the 
surface tension of the media in which they lived. 

“In searching for the most efficient surface tension 
depressant, sodium ricinoleate selected and 
further study demonstrated its peculiar property of 
detoxifying, or neutralizing, in some way, the action 
of soluble toxins and endotoxins without destroying 
their immunogenic properties. This is of significance 
as Besredka, whose work has been reviewed by the 
‘Journal of A. Ph. A., has demonstrated that 
localized tissue immunity can be secured by applying 
dead scarlet fever streptococci and diphtheria bacalli 
to the cheek membrane in the form of a poultice.

“In a recent communication to the American 
Dental Association, Dr. Hartzell comments that, 
whereas Besredka worked with killed organisms 


which, due to autoysis, early lost their power of 
producing immunogens, it is possible to use organisms 
detoxified with sodium ricinoleate that had ‘lost none 
of their power of promoting the formation of anti- 
bodies but were robbed of their power to destroy or 
to poison tissue cells.” 

The incorporation of sodium ricinoleate in a tooth 
paste was suggested solely as a means of securing 
co-operation of the patient by having it used frequently 


at home. The formula suggested was: Sodium 
ricinoleate, 2%; sodium chloride, 2%; ethyl alcohol 


7%; and sufficient quantities of the finest bolted, 
precipated calcium carbonate and a massing fluid, 
containing glycerin and flavoring oils, to give it a 
medium consistency. 

“For two years it has been my practice to present 
a small tube of the paste to each patient, as occasion 
offers; to teach him the correct method of brushing 
the teeth; and then to observe results. It has been 
thus that the value of sodium ricinoleate in the every 
dentifrice has been determined. 
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Teeth are found to be a lighter shade after its use, 
due to more efficient removal of deposits; a sense of 
freshness is observed is the mouth that is just as 
apparent after two years continuous use as at first; 
there is an absence of abrasion or soreness of the gums— 
on the contrary they are firmer; and there is a 
noticeable reduction in the amount of tartar, ‘green 
stains and allied deposits formed on the teeth. It 
has been found useful in removing stubborn deposits 
from vulcanite dentures and children have remarked 
on its pleasant taste and have been thus encouraged 
to form definite habits of oral cleanliness. 

“The explanation of the good results obtained by 
the substitution of sodium ricinoleate for the common 
hard soaps in dentifrices is that the bacterial plaques 
causing the stains on the teeth and the threads of 
leptothrix and antinomyces, which form the base of 
the tartar, are broken up when the ricinoleate has 
exerted its peculiar action on the organisms involved, 
thus enabling the detergent action of the ricinoleate 
and the friction of the chalk to be more efficiently 
applied.” 


No Reduction in Iodine Prices 


The Iodine Association in a recent meeting decided to withdraw 
support from the experiments to prove that iodine would make 
an excellent anti-knock substance for internal combustion engines 
as no real value seems to be likely to result from them. It is 
true that experiments have also been carried on for the use of 
iodine as a cure or alleviation of the foot and mouth disease but, 
according to members of the association, these were not so satis- 
factory as at first anticipated. The various experiments of the 
association's committees have been so lacking in results that at 
the present time its members are pinning their faith almost 
wholly on experiments now being carried on in the Mellon 
Research Laboratories in the United States and by some in- 
dividuals in Germany. 

The Iodine Association is now endeavoring to shape its policy 
to be pursued during coming years. For the last two or three 
sessions, discussions have centered on the manner in which 
producers’ quotas are to be arrived at but no formula has been 
advanced which meets the approval of all. 

With the exception of American concerns, all producers are 
agreed that no reduction in price should be made, advancing 
their old contention that lower selling prices would not increase

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Raw Materials for Drug Manufacturers 
Brought Before House on Tariff Wants 


Increases Asked for Bismuth Salts, Tannic 
Phosphoric and Gallic Acids, Caffeine, 
Chloral Hydrate, Gylcerophosphoric Acid— 
Duty Asked for Cod Liver Oil—Increases in 
Crude Drugs Rates Asked—Dr. Burdick 
Appears on Barbital. 


RUG manufacturers’ raw materials came in for their share 
of attention from the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee when on Jan. 7 hearings opened preliminary to 

a prospective reframing of the tariff laws. The first three days 
were devoted to chemicals. 

The first witness, Solomon W. Wilder, of Boston, chairman of 
the executive committee of the Manufacturing Chemists’ Asso- 
ciation gave attention to bismuth salts. 

In the case of finished products he stated, in which the raw 
materials are dutiable, “the rates on the former should be made 
compensatory in order to equalize the rates on such materials; 
for example, bismuth is dutiable and therefore preparations con- 
taining bismuth should have a compensatory rate to allow for the 
7% per cent. ad valorem duty on the raw material.” 

The next witness, Dr. F. J. Zinsser, of Zinsser & Co., Hastings- 
upon-Hudson, N. Y. asked that rates on medicine tannic and 
gallic acids be increased from 20 to 25 cents a pound. 

Dr. F. W. Russe of the Mallinckrodt Chemical Works, of St. 
Louis, asked for equalization of duties on caffeine and caffeine 
citrate, for an increase from one cent to five cents a pound on 
corium sulphate of U. S. P. grade, and that the rate on the higher 
grades of sodium sulphate be increased from three-eighths of one 
cent to one cent a pound. 

George W. Merck of Merck & Co., Rahway, N. J., submitted 
a brief dealing chiefly with cartels and monopolies abroad, which 
he said could be dealt with in this country through tariff legisla- 
tion alone. He discussed citric acid with special reference to an 
Italian cartel and asked that the duty be increased from 17 to 18 
cents a pound. He supported Dr. Russe’s statement as to several 
medicinals. 


Bristol on Tartaric Acid 


Henry Bristol, of the Bristol-Myers Co., New York asked 
that no increase be made in the duty of six cents a pound on 
tartaric acid. He said that this acid is made from argols, the 
leavings from wine in the process of fermentation and that none 
of the raw is now produced in this country. He asked that argol 
be put on the free list. The duty on argols is now 5% ad valorem. 

A. W. Teeter, speaking for Charles Pfizer & Co., asked that 
the present rate of seven cents a pound on citrate of lime remain 
unchanged and that the rate of citric acid be increased from 
17 to 18 cents a pound. He said that citrate of lime is produced 
outside the United States in Italy only. When the Italian 
government put an embargo on citrate of lime, American manu- 
facturers developed a process by which the material is derived 
from sugar cane juice and other sugar products, he said. He 
declared that the Italians, operating through a cartel, had greatly 
increased the prices charged by them, especially in countries 
other than the United States, for citric acid. American produc- 
tion had been greatly increased and imports lately have been 
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negligible, he said, but he thought a protective duty should 
continue to apply to citric acid in order to guard against the 
possible development abroad of new processes like those evolved 
in this country. 


Citrus Fruit By-Products 


E. T. Cassell, general manager of two citrus fruit by-product 
plants operated co-operatively by growers in his district in 
California, said that the by-products industries had increased 
operations greatly since the present tariff act was passed. All 
that they were going to ask for, he said, are a few adjustments in 
duties affecting those industries. 

Mr. Cassell introduced himself as a citrus fruit grower as well 
as a manager of by-products co-operatives. He said that he was 
speaking for the by-products phase of citrus fruits alone. He 
declared that present operations in by-products have quadrupled 
since 1922, and that this is the answer to the long-standing 
suggestion that they develop such economies. He said that 
imports of materials for making citrus acid come in the form of 
citrate of lime, which has been protected, and of concentrated 
citrus fruit juice, on the free list. The Italians, he said, had 
changed shipments from citrate of lime to concentrated juice, on 
which he asked for a duty of five cents a pound. 

He recommended that petnin, a new product derived from 
pulp, be removed from the unclassified list where it has a duty of 
20 per cent. ad valorem and be given a specific position and the 
benefit of 35 per cent. protection. 

He urged that the present duty on citrus oils be kept at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem. He said, that the production of these by- 
products had increased greatly since given its present protection. 
He asked that the duty on citric acid be increased from 17 to 18 
cents a pound and that the duty on citrate of lime remain as at 
present 

Frank A. Lindbury, of the Oldbury Electro-Chemical Co., 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., urged that the rate on phosphoric acid 
60 U. S. P. quality be increased from 2 to 31% cents a pound. 
He asked that a six cents a pound rate be put on phosphor 
chloride and phosphor trichloride. 

C. O. North spoke for the Rubber Service Laboratories Co., 
Akron, Ohio, regarding paracete aldehyde and related products. 
He asked for a 50 per cent. ad valorem duty, American valuation, 
on medicinal grades of paracet-aldehyde and for increases of 
rates on related products. 

J. W. Boyer of the Monsanto Chemical Works, St. Louis, 
spoke on caffeine, terpenhydrate, chloral hydrate and gly- 
cerophosphoric acid. He asked that the last item, including 
compounds, the duty be 60 per cent. ad valorem instead of 35 
per cent. as at present. He stated that imports had increased 
about 400 per cent. and that prices are approximately at the pre- 


war level. Imports, he said, came chiefly from Germany. 


Theobromine Manufacture Not Profitable 


He told of the beginning by his company of the production of 
theobromine, at Norfolk, Va., from cocoa cake and said that 
pressure of imports is handicapping the undertaking. He asked 
that this chemical be put in paragraph 15 and given the benefit 
of a $1 a pound duty. He said, in answer to a question, that the 
foreign product has been selling at about $1.15 a pound and that 
the cost of production here is about twice that much. He offered

Representative Garner (Dem.) of Uvalde, Tex.,

Mr. Boyer asked that chloral hydrate be put in paragraph 26 
and allowed a duty of 60 per cent., against 40 per cent., ad 
valorem. He asked that vanillin be transferred from paragraph 
61 to paragraph 28. 

Levi Cooke, of Washington, D. C., Orbis Products Trading 
Co., asked for a rectification of rates on thymol and eucalyptus 
oil. He also supported a previous plea made by others on behalf 
of the theobromine. 

H. M. Hubbard, of the Royal Baking Powder Co., New York, 
asked for increases on tartaric acid from six to nine cents a pound, 
cream of tartar, from five cents to 714 cents per pound, and asked 
transfer of tartar, wine lees and calcium tartrate from five cent per. 
ad valorem to the free list. He spoke also for Charles Pfizer & 
Co., New York; Harshaw, Fuller & Goodwin Co., Cleveland, 
and American Cream Tartar Co., San Francisco 


Seek Cod Liver Oil Duty 


H. F. Taylor, New York, spoke for the United States Fisheries 
Association and several large producers of cod liver oil. He said 
production had increased considerably and that there had been 
much progress in extracting and refining cod liver oil, but that 
the industry had been faced with increasing imports. Foreign 
producers, he said, had the benefit of low wages, cheaper rents 
and in some cases government subsidies. He asked for “an 
adequate protective tariff’ on cod liver oil. He stated this as 
45 per cent ad valorem. ‘The product is now on the free list. He 
said that with protection the American industry might meet as 
much as one-third of domestic consumption. 

Henry W. Cargol spoke for the Olive Oil Association of 
America and said that the duty put on olive oil in 1922 had 
failed of its purpose, that the domestic producing industry had 
shown no prospect of great growth, and that imports and domestic 
per capita consumption had increased. He said that the output 
of domestic olive oil in 1925 was less than in any year since 1920. 
and accounted for less than one per cent. of consumption. He 
asked that olive oil be put on the free list 

Nathan Murcher of Baltimore asked that, whatever is done 
as to olive oil per se, a protective differential be allowed on olive 
oil in small packages. He thought that one rate of duty on oils 
would be advantageous to all concerned provided it were specific 


Perfume Materials 


W. L. Crounse, of Washington, D. C., speaking for manufac- 
turers of toilet articles, said his clients favored free list status for 
ambergris, castoreum, civet, and animal musk, grain or in peds, 
and floral waters containing alcohol ; 

C. R. DeLong, of Brimingham, Ala., discussed sodium phos- 
phate. He said the industry wanted a duty of one cent a pound 
in place of the one-half cent rate at present 


Dr. Burdick on Barbital 


Dr. A. S. Burdick, Abbott Laboratories, Chicago, spoke on 
barbital. He called attention to a Tariff Commission ruling, 
recommending a rate of 25 per cent. of the American selling price 
and stating that a change under present law would not cover full 
production-cost differences. He asked that the product be put in 
paragraph 28 so that it might receive a protection of 60 per cent 
ad valorem. 


Crude Drugs 


A representative of S. B. Penick & Co., New York, asked that 
the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem be increased to 33% per cent 
on crude drugs covered by paragraphs 34 and 35 of the present 
law 

Adrian C. Humphries, speaking for MacAndrews & Forbes Co., 
New York, and the J. S. Young Co., New York, asked that the 
present duty of 14 cent a pound on licorice root be abandoned, 
and the article be put on the free list. The material, he said, is 
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not produced in this country, and he declared that the tariff has 
cost his industry and the public $1,800,000,000 in the last five 
years. 

This he said, was needless. Experiments in this country, he 
said, had failed and there are no substitutes for the article. 
Extracts from the root are consumed on large scale in the tobacco 
and drug industries, he stated

Medicine Act on Trial in Canada 


A case of considerable interest to the drug trade is now before 
the Canadian courts, as it involves the validity of the Proprietary 
& Patent Medicine Act of the Dominion Government. Proceed- 
ings were taken under this act against the Tri-lax Remedies Ltd. 
of Toronto, Ont. charged with selling a medical preparation 
advertised as a treatment for cancer. A number of physicians 
gave evidence as regards the possibility of the medicine being 
effective, their testimony being of a conflicting character. The 
offenders were convicted and a fine of $150 imposed. An appeal 
has been taken to a higher court on the ground that the Act is 
unconstitutional. 
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Doran Alcohol Restriction Now 
Permanent; 90 Million Gallons in °29 


Restriction of alcohol production, established in 1927 by an 
informal arrangement between the producers and the Bureau of 
Prohibition, has been made permanent through the promulgation 
of a formal Treasury Decision, made public December 17 by 
Commissioner of Prohibition, Dr. J. M. Doran. 

Continuation of the production limitation was accomplished 
on approximately the same basis as during 1927 and thus far in 
1928, Dr. Doran said orally. This means that the production 
for 1929 will be held to about 90,000,000 gallons for the country, 
although the figure may vary according to requirements, and 
Dr. Doran, in fact, expects that such will be the case. He 
explained that the arrangement was designed only to check 
production where a surplus was going into illicit channels, mean- 
while allowing for the full requirements of industry and science 


Pyrethrum Flowers Short 


Dalmatia, Istria, and the Cherso are generally recognized to 
follow Japan as the most important pyrethrum flower growing 
areas in the world. Nearly all the crop is shipped through 
Trieste by local buying agents and exporters, according to the 
Department of Commerce. 

Exports of pyrethrum flowers to the United States during 
1927 were 400,000 pounds, valued at $56,200. 

Trieste may also be considered as the crude drug market for 
Central Europe, the producing areas being in the Adriatic and 
the Near East. Most crops are in the market by July and con- 
tinue to arrive until about the middle of November. Flowers 
are the first crop, followed by leaves, roots, berries, and seeds 
Quantity and quality are affected principally by adverse weather 
conditions during the ripening and drying season and a drop in 
prices which diminishes, if it does not remove, the incentive for 
peasants to gather the wild herbs. Exports of crude drugs other 
than pyrethrum flowers from this area to the United States 
during 1927 were 645,884 pounds, valued at $41,724 

Exports of pyrethrum flowers from Japan have been unusually 
heavy in 1928 due to a small crop in Dalmatia. The price is also 
unusually high, averaging, according to the export statistics, 
about 15 cents per pound in 1927 and 24 cents in 1928. The 
Kobe price continues high (between 85 and 90 yen per 100 kin) 
owing to the short 1928 crop. (1 yen=approximately $0.4578 
United States currency. | kin=about 1-3 pounds.) 

On account of the shortage of the Spanish crop of pyrethrum 
flowers and the increased manufacture of insecticides, it appears 
that Spain will import rather than export this product, at least 
during the present year. 


Ylang Ylang Crop Damaged 


Information that the typhoon from which the Philippine 
Islands suffered late in November did considerable damage to 
Ylang Ylang plantations in the Province of Manila while in the 
Albay Province the destruction was much greater is stated in 
advices received by Ungerer & Co., New York 

The plantations in the Manila Province were not seriously or 
permanently hurt but the wind and rain completely destroyed 
the small buds on the trees with the result that distillation could 
not be resumed for two months 

The center of the typhoon area was in the Albay Province and 
damage there was inevitably more extensive and more serious 
Detailed reports from that section are not yet available but it is 
feared by Ungerer & Co. that in some sections the trees have been 
greatly damaged if not in many cases destroyed. Should this be 
the case, production of Oil Ylang Ylang in the Albay Province 
will be limited not only for this season but for several years to 
come. 
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Iodent Mark Defended 


Jacobs Drug Co., a retail store operated in Paterson, N. J., by 
Jacobs M. Jacobs, has been restrained by an injunction handed 
down by a Federal Court from selling any tooth brushes or tooth 
paste under the trade mark *lodent.”’ 

\ccording to statements made by Crichton Clarke, counsel 
for the lodent Chemical Co., Detroit, that the Jacobs Company 
used the name lIodent in 1917 and that the lodent Chemical Co. 
had not registered the name until 1919. However, the Iodent 
Company was able to prove use of the name prior to actual 
registration 

Because Jacobs had marketed the product only through his 
own shop prior to registration of the mark by the lodent Com- 
pany, he is permitted to use the designation “Jacobs Iodent™ in 
his own store and in retail amounts only and not for resale. 
Also the words “Jacobs” and “lodent’’ must be equally con- 
spicuous and containers similar to those of the lodent Company 
must not be used 


Mason Quits Parke, Davis 


Harry B. Mason, assistant-to-president of Parke, Davis & Co. 
retired as an officer of the company on January | in order to 
devote himself to personal interests which have come to demand 
a good deal of his time. He will transfer his office to one of the 
downtown buildings 

Mr. Mason has been with Parke, Davis & Company over 25 
years. For 10 years he was editor of the “Bulletin of Pharmacy” 
and in this capacity was a pioneer in arousing druggists to better 
merchandising methods, especially in the matter of profit account- 
ing. He was the author of ‘The Druggist and His Profits’ and 
other business books for druggists. Subsequently he was director 
of promotion, assistant secretary, secretary, and assistant to the 
president and a member of the executive committee. 


Tartaric Acid Investigation 


The status of the Tariff Commission report covering the costs 
of producing foreign and domestic tartaric acid is explained in 
the 1928 annual report of the Commission. <A section of the 
report dealing with this investigation follows in full text: 

On March 4, 1926, the Commission instituted an investigation 
for the purposes of Section 515 of the Tariff Act of 1922, of the 
casts of production of tartaric acid. Costs of production were 
obtained for the United States, Italy, and Germany, for the 
years 1924 to 1926, inclusive. 

Tartaric acid is made from argols and wine lees, which are 
almost entirely imported. The baking powder and pharma- 
ceutical industries are the largest consumers of tartaric acid 
Photography, package gelatin, confectionery, soft drinks and 
tartrazine dyes are also consuming industries. 

In 1925 the domestic production of tartaric acid was 5,498,920 
pounds, as compared with imports of 3,472,252 pounds. A 
preliminary statement of information was issued prior to a public 
hearing held in the offices of the Commission in Washington, 
July 25, 1928. Briefs were filed by interested parties on Septem- 
ber 17, 1928. A report to the President is in course of preparation. 


Italian Citrate of Lime Price 


\ cable from Trade Commissioner Joseph F. Marrone, Rome, 
states that the minimum selling price for citrate of lime of 64 
per cent. acidity during the season 1928-29 has been fixed at 
550 lira per 100 kilos (1 lira = $0.052411 in United States currency)

Price Maintenance Dead for This Session 


Washington.—A proposed increase of the tariff duties on 
imports of pharmaceuticals from 25 per cent. to 40 per cent. ad 
valorem; at least two important court decisions, and changes in 
the organization of the Food, Drug & Insecticide Administration 
following the death of Dr. J. K. Haywood—these are among the 
interesting developments of the month, with the prospect of a 
thorough-going investigation of the prohibition situation for the 
not distant future. 

Drug trade associations are taking no hand in the tariff dis- 
cussions, as such, because the membership of some of them 
embraces importers as well as manufacturers. Proprietary 
manufacturers have no interest anyhow, it appears, because 
their products, stand each alone in its field, and without com- 
petition, it is claimed. 

Among the recent decisions was one by the U 
Court that a state can not fix the price of gasoline. 
representatives assert that the same principle applies to medicinal 
preparations, although somebody in a State legislature now and 


then proposes that these prices shall be fixed

Van Camp Decision Important 


Another decision of interest was that in the case of George 
H. Van Camp & Sons against American Can Co. and the Van 
Camp Packing Co. Justice Sutherland's (United States Supreme 
Court) opinion is regarded by drug trade people as a “happy 
decision." The question was asked the court in this case whether 
the provisions of section 2 of the Clayton anti-trust act pro- 
hibiting discrimination in price meant discrimination as against 
the competitors of the seller. It had always been construed as 
meaning the competitors of the vendee. The decision, from drug 
trade standpoint, means that if a drug service jobber asks a 
manufacturer for a discriminatory price from the manufacturer, 
as against the co-operative jobber, the answer must be “No”. If 
the case had been decided the other way the service jobber could 
have said that such discrimination would be legal because the 
law referred to the competitor of the seller instead of the com- 
petitor of the buyer. 

There appears to be no “dynamite” in sight in the early days 
of the January sessions of State legislatures, sofar as the drug 
trade is concerned, according to a recent survey of the situation. 

The flue epidemic is increasing the business of the drug trade, 
and it is suggested that advertising and labelling of alleged flu 
remedies should be carefully censored by the trade, to avoid 
excessive therapeutic claims running afoul of the postoffice fraud 
order force, Federal Trade Commission investigators and pure 
food and drug authorities 


Price Maintenance Dead 


Price maintenance legislation seems dead for this session of 
Congress. The House Committee on Interstate Commerce is 
awaiting a report from the Federal Trade Commission on its 
investigation of price maintenance before taking up for con- 
sideration the question whether the Capper-Kelly bill, reported 
upon by a subcommittee a number of months ago, should be 
acted upon by the full committee 

Following protests from the drug trade, Pro. Circular 420, of 
the Prohibition Bureau has practically been rescinded, so far as 
drug manufacturers are concerned. This circular sought to make 
manufacturers limit the sale of wine tonics and similar prepara- 
tions to trade channels strictly. The circular still appears to 
restrict the retail trade to drug store, department stores and 
general stores 

Meanwhile, the drug trade is disposed to view with equanimity 
the proposition of Senator Jones of Washington for a complete 
investigation of prohibition enforcement, provided the alcoholic 
needs of the trade for legitimate industrial purposes are given 
full consideration. Some trade representatives oppose the plan 
to transfer prohibition enforcement to the Department of Justice 
Dr. J. M. Doran, prohibition commissioner, opposes both the 


investigation and the transfer. 


40 Drug Markets 


Following the death of Dr. J. K. Haywood, who was long head 
of the Insecticide and Fungicide Board, in the Department of 
Commerce, the office of insecticide, fungicide and caustic poison 
control, in the Food, Drug and Insecticide Administration, has 
been wiped out. Instead, there has been created a division of 
insecticide, etc., control headed by Dr. C. C. McDonnell, who 
will have charge of laboratory supervisory work, with rank 
corresponding to that of Dr. J. J. Durrett in charge of drug 
control and Dr. R. W. Balcom in charge of food control. 

C. W. Crawford, in charge of the office of interstate super- 
vision, will have general supervision of executive work in enforce- 
ment of the insecticide and caustic poison laws, immediately 
under Dr. P. B. Dunbar, who leads the Food, Drug and Insecti- 
cide Administration under Walter G. Campbell. J. G. Shibley 
will have charge of insecticide and caustic poison work directly 
under Mr. Crawford. Import phases of the insecticide and 
poison work will be handled through the office of import super- 


- vision, headed by Dr. A. E. Taylor, of the Food, Drug and In- 


secticide Administration. It is announced that there is no 
change in policy or methods of operation. 

The U. S. Civil Service Commission has made no certification 
of eligibles to the Department of Agriculture for appointment as 
two medical assistants in the Food, Drug and Insecticide Ad- 
ministration. An unassembled examination for these vacancies 
was scheduled for December 29. It is understood that one of 
the prospective new appointees will be assigned to assist Dr. 
L. F. Kebler, who co-ordinates activities of the Administration 
and the Postoffice Department in connection with fraud order 
cases involving alleged drug and medicinal products. It is 
reported in trade circles and denied at the department that the 
other new appointee will be assigned to do similar work, as 
between the Food, Drug & Insecticide Administration and the 


Federal Trade Commission. 





Final Ergot Appeal 


Final documents have been filed in the appeal to the higher 
court of the decision handed down on election day by Justice 
Jennings Bailey in the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
in the case of Howard W. Ambruster,versus Secretary Mellon of 
the Treasury and Secretary Jardine of the Department of Agri- 
culture for an injunction to compel these Cabinet officials to 
enforce the standards of the United States Pharmacopoeia in the 
Federal Food and Drug Act in regard to the importation and 
sale of alleged adulterated and substandard ergot of rye and its 
use in U.S. P. fluid extract of ergot. 

The assignment of error on which the appeal has been made to 
the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia claims for the 
plaintiff that the court erred in granting the defendant's motion 
to dismiss the amended bill of complaint without trial upon its 
merits. The decision of Justice Bailey, which is being appealed, 
dismissed Ambruster’s case when he filed a motion to compel the 
Government to produce the records of the department showing 
the admission of substandard ergot and the identity of those who 
requested the Government to admit it. The opinion accom- 
panying the decision by Justice Bailey stated that if the relief 
sought by Ambruster were granted it would be an interference 
with the discretionary powers of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

[he assignment of error and the designation of record filed 
with the court to complete the appeal were signed by Mr. Am- 
bruster’s attorneys, C. Bascom Slemp, John W. Price and Rees 
\. Gillespie of Washington and Francis C. Lowthrop of Wise, 
Whitney & Parker, New York.

Price Discrimination Unlawful 


That price discrimination by a seller among buyers in the same 
line of business is unlawful under Section 2 of the Clayton Act, 
is the decision handed down by the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of George Van Camp & Sons Co. vs. American 
Can Co. and Van Camp Packing Co. In this case it is charged 
that the American Can Co. was selling cans to George Van Camp 
& Sons Co. at list price, and was selling the same cans to Van 
Camp Packing Co. at 20% discount. Furthermore, it is charged, 
machines furnished to Van Camp Packing Co. free of charge 
were leased to George Van Camp & Sons Co. 

The trade significance of this decision is given by Charles 
Wesley Dunn, of the New York Bar, as follows: 

First: The Federal Trade Commission is now positioned and 
will enforce Section 2 of the Clayton Act against any price dis- 
crimination between purchasers by a manufacturer or a whole- 
saler, deemed by it to substantially lessen competition or tend 
to create a monopoly in the line of business in which the pur- 
chasers are engaged, subject to the important limitations below 
stated. 

Second: A purchaser injured in his business by it is now po- 
sitioned to bring suit against a manufacturer or wholesaler to 
enjoin such a price discrimination by the latter and to recover 
threefold the damages by him so sustained and the cost of suit, 
including a reasonable attorney's fee, subject again to the im- 
portant limitations now stated 

[he limitations upon such action by the Commission or a 
purchaser are: 

1. Section 2 of the Clayton Act expressly provides that it 
does not prevent discrimination in price between purchasers 
based on a difference in the grade, quality or quantity of the 
commodity sold or on the cost of selling or transportation; or 
any discrimination in price in the same or different communi- 
ties made in good faith to meet competition. Hence such price 
discrimination is legal under the federal law and neither the 
Commission nor a purchaser can legally object to it. 

2. To support such an action by the Commission or a pur- 
chaser it must be established that the price discrimination com- 
plained of is not within the exemptions stated in the preceding 
paragraph and does substantially lessen competition or tend to 
create a monopoly in a line of interstate business. If the line 
of business adversely affected is exclusively interstate, the Clay- 
ton Act does not apply.

Lorenz of the University of Wisconsin and recently declared to

It will be remembered that these ‘‘courtesy cards’ were 
issued by an association of retail druggists to those manufac- 
turers with whom the members were to do business. If the 
salesman did not have a card he could do no business. The list of 
firms to whom cards were issued were published and distributed 
to members. The cards were issued only to those sellers who 
were aiding in maintaining resale selling prices.

Acid Tartaric — This market is quiet 
and unchanged in price. The Tariff Com- 
mission has completed its data in the 
investigation to change the rate of duty. 
At the recent hearings on the tariff a large 
consumer appeared to ask that no increase 
be made in the present schedule of 6c per 
pound. He also asked the argols (the raw 
material for tartaric acid manufacture) be 
placed on the free list rather than carry 
a 5% duty as at present. 

Alcohol — The market for C. D. No. 5 
is quite firm due to a good demand caused 
by the cold weather. The special formulas 
are also moving well on contracts and no 
evidence of shading is reported. With 
the recent of four companies into one the 
number of firms directly competing with 
one another has been further reduced and 
it thought that there is little likelihood of 
a disorganized market occurring for at 
least a long period. Further mergers are 
contemplated and will further stabilize 
the market. 

Aloin — This market remains basically 
strong due to the high prices and short 
supplies of gum aloes, the raw material. 
Manufacturers of aloin are evidently still 
in possession of stocks of aloin made from 
aloes bought at recent low prices and 
until this is cleaned out the price will 
probably remain unchanged. 

Amidopyrine — Is in unusually heavy 
demand due to prevalence of respiratory 
diseases throughout the country. Man- 
ufacturers are being hard put to supply 
the demand. Prices are very firm but 
unchanged in all directions. 

Antipyrine — Also in very heavy 
demand due the influenza epidemic. 
Prices, however, are easy and shading of 
quotations to $1.42 per pound is possible 
in some directions. 

Atropine — In line with all alkaloids, 
this product is in very heavy demand. 
Supplies are ample to care for the demand 
but prices are very firm. 

. Bay Rum — The market is quiet with 
an easy tone. This is in face of the recent 
storms that destroyed very large numbers 
of bay trees and sent the price of bay oil 
soaring.

Iodine Tincture — U. S. P. tincture is 
offering at prices ranging down to $4.55 
per gallon. Demand continues brisk. 

Menthol — Demand has increased 
very sharply and the market has ad- 
vanced. Spot goods are held at $6.00 @ 
$6.50 as to seller and quantity with the 
$6.00 price expected to last only a short 
time under the present demand. ‘The 
movement of methol products has been 
stimulated by the in- 
fluenza epidemic. Vick’s Vaporub is 
advertising that shipments of 375,000 
jars daily are being made and that the 
plant is being run day and night. ‘This 
is at the rate of 136,000,000 yearly and 
the yearly production is advertised at only 
21,000,000 jars. This gives an indication 
the way menthol is being 
Present prices are not far above the prices 
that should be received by importers here 
considering the prices that were paid for 
the goods in Japan. While the Japanese 
have been depressing the market in Japan 
to depress peppermint oil there while 
covering their needs, this will probably 
cause them to change their tactics and 
advance the shipment price from Japan. 

Mercury — The market continues in 
an easy position and in fact prices have 
declined during the month so that now 
both imported and domestic metal can be 
bought at $121.00 @ $122.00 per flask. 
If the trust formed between Spanish and 
Italian Governments is functioning there 
are no signs of its activities in this country. 
A sale of 15,000 flasks is reported to have 
been made to this country but thus far it 
has not been traced. If it was made, the 
buyer here has lost about $3.00 per flask. 
Imported material continues to come 
almost entirely from England so that it 
appears the English still control the 
market despite the efforts of the trust to 
wrest control from English hands. 

Morphine Alkaloid — Demand has 
increased sharply as a result of the 
influenza epidemic. Stocks are being 
strained to meet this demand but thus far 
no difficulty is reported. Quotations are 
unchanged but very firm. 

Oil Mineral — Demand for oil is 
heavy due to the influenza epidemic. 
However stocks are more than sufficient to 
meet the demand and prices are un- 
changed although increasingly firm. 

Phenolphthalein — Demand is in- 
creasing due to the heavy demand for 
laxatives at this time of the year. Prices 
are unchanged but firm in all directions. 

Potassium Iodide — This market 
remains below production costs due to the 
illigitimate use of the tincture of iodine. 
The makers’ schedule price remains at 
$3.50 per pound which is well below the 
cost of production and outsiders offer 
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very materially

Oil Almond — The sweet oil has been 
maintained at its higher levels of 85c 
per pound due to steady demand and 
lessened stocks in the primary sources. 
Other grades also remain steady and 
without price change. 

Oil Angelica Root — Lower prices of 
$22.00 @ $24.00 per pound are quoted 
for spot oil. This is in line with present 
shipment quotations and represents in- 
creased supplies in primary markets. 

Oil Bay — This market is being firmly 
maintained due to a real shortage in 
producing centers as a result of the recent 
storms which destroyed very large num- 
bers of bay trees. The only relief that 
can be expected for a very long period 
will come through the possibility of 
consumers decreasing the amounts they 
use due to the high prices. 

Oil Bergamot — An easier condition 
exists on spot and for shipment. Spot 
quotations are lower at $5.00 @ $5.15 
per pound with still lower prices probable 
on fair sized orders. There are no indi- 
cations as to which way the market will 
move. 

Oil Bois de Rose — Both the Cayanne 
and Brazilian oils are sharply lower in 
price with the Cayanne oil now quoted 
at $2.10 @ $2.35 per pound, and the 
Brazilian at $1.60 per pound. The com- 
petition between the two oils has again 
become very sharp. While the sellers of 
the Brazil oil state the oil produced in 
Brazil is the same as that produced in 
French Guiana, the producers of the 
Cayanne oil claim that production of 
the proper oil depends entirely upon the 
proper selection of wood and that the 
Brazilian workers are inexperienced in 
this selection. They admit that it is 
perfectly possible to produce the same oil 
in Brazil if the proper wood is selected. 

Oil Cananga — Supplies on spot and 
for shipment are plentiful and prices are 
very easy. Demand is only normal and 
no strengthening is in sight. In fact 
lower prices than those quoted can be 
done and it is probable that the market 
will decline. 

Oil Caraway — Slightly lower prices 
of $1.65 per pound are now quoted for 
spot goods. Demand is of good volume 
but supplies are more than plentiful. 

Oil Cassia — Redistilled oil is lower 
in price being quoted at $2.00 @ $2.05 
per pound as to quantity on spot. De- 
mand is normal in volume but a return 
to more normal levels was bound to fol- 
low the sharp advance following the 
elimination of the technical oil from the 
market.

Orange Peel — Sweet peel is higher at 
12c @ 14c per pound on spot due to the 
fact that primary markets are now in a 
strong position and spot stocks brought in 
at the recent low levels are about ex- 
hausted. 

Orris Root — Further advances have 
occurred in this item during the past 
month reflecting directly the strong con- 
ditions in the Italian market. While the 
Florentine whole root stands at un- 
changed prices of 17c @ 18c per pound, 
the powdered goods are higher at 21c @ 
22c per pound. Verona whole goods are 
higher at 16c @ 17c per pound, and 
powdered at 20c @ 21c per pound. 

Pichi Leaves — Higher prices of 15c @ 
16c per pound are quoted on spot due to 
replacement of spot stocks by goods priced 
at present values in the primary markets. 

Prickly Ash Bark While the 
Southern bark remains unchanged at 
1314c @ 14c per pound, the Northern is 
priced higher on spot at 19¢ @ 20c per 
pound. Demand has been excellent and 
stocks are none too large. 

Rape Seed — The market is quite 
steady although a slight decline has been 
registered in Dutch seed which is now 
offered at 614c @ 7c per pound on spot. 

Rhubarb Root — A good demand 
coupled with strong conditions in the 
primary markets has caused an advance 
in this item to 40c @ 4lc per pound for the 
whole, and 45c @ 46c per pound for the 
powdered. 

Saffron Flowers — American remain 
steady at 35c @ 45c per pound. Spanish 
has advanced slightly to $11.50 @ $12.00 
per pound. 

Sarsaparilla Root — The Honduras 
remains steady and unchanged in price at 
26c @ 27c per pound. Mexican root is 
higher at 26c @ 27c per pound as to 
quantity. 

Senna — While most grades remain 
steady and unchanged in price, Tinnevelly 
pods have declined slightly to 8'44c @ 9c 
per pound. 

Spikenard Root — Is lower on spot at 
1944c @ 20c per pound as to quantity. 
Large spot stocks in the face of an easy 
shipment market is the cause. 

Stillingia Root — Slightly higher 
prices of 1lc @ 12c per pound are quoted 
by holders of spot stocks. This is due to 
higher shipment prices coupled with a 
good demand. 

Sunflower Seed — California seed is 
slightly lower at 6c @ 7c per pound on 
spot due to more plentiful supplies. 

Valerian Root — This market is in a 
very strong position due to the stronger 
views of sellers in the primary markets. 
Spot prices have advanced and now stand 
at 25c @ 30c per pound as to quantity.

Morphine Sulfate, as well as for all other hypo- 
dermic tablets, consisted in determining how accu- 
rately such tablets can be moulded. This work is 
done generally by the process of hand-moulding, 
i. €., pressing the moistened mixture of active prin- 
ciple and milk sugar into rubber disk moulds, push- 
ing out the resulting disks, and allowing them to dry. 
Later on, in studying compressed tablets, the ques- 
tion of the accuracy that can be attained in compress- 
ing tablets by machinery, on single and multiple, 
as well as rotary punch machines was made the 
subject of an elaborate investigation in which the 
manufacturers of pharmaceutical machinery heartily 
co-operated. 

The problem of breakage and attrition in pack- 
ing and shipping was next given careful considera- 
tion. In the course of this study, a most interesting 
discovery was made in connection with hypodermic 
tablet manufacture—the phenomenon of _ the 
migration of alkaloids. A long series of careful 
analyses disclosed the fact that no matter how 
thoroughly and completely the milk-sugar ‘mix- 
ture is prepared, hypodermic tablets which have 
lost weight by the rubbing off of their edges and 
surfaces have actually lost a larger proportionate 
amount of active principle than of milk-sugar base. 
The explanation lies in the fact that in drying the 
tablets, the mixture having been moistened with 
alcohol, naturally the surfaces dry first and then act 
as the wick of a lamp, drawing the alcohol from the 
center of the tablet to the surface, and thus carry- 
ing a portion of the alkaloid along with it, to be left 
in higher concentration near the surface than in the 
center of the tablet. Those alkaloidal salts having 
the greatest solubility in alcohol naturally tend to 
“migrate” to a larger extent than those less soluble. 
To the manufacturer this discovery emphasized the 
necessity for extreme care in handling and packing 
of hypodermics, and to the physician the need for 
selecting only perfect unbroken tablets when he 
desires extreme accuracy in gauging the desired 
dosage. 

Finally, one of the most important problems to 
be settled in fixing the standard for each product 
consists in determining the accuracy with which 
the preparation can be assayed. To the epicure, 
the proof of the pudding lies in the eating, to the 
physician, the proof of the medicine lies in the clini- 
cal result—but to the chemist, the proof of the tablet 
lies in the analysis. Literally, thousands of assays 
have been made in order to determine the method 
in each case which will give the most accurate and 
most nearly concordant results.
